‘ “ZAZA” 
By Max Harris Wilensky 


An audience that crowded Edison 
hall to the doors, heard with rapt 
attention the second operalogue, 
“Zaza,” sponsored by the Joseph 
Habersham chapter of the D. A. R., 
underethe happy leddership of Mrs. 
Ulpic Atkinson, with Mrs. William 
Lawson Peel presiding. And, as 
predicted in my appreciation of 
“Samson and Delilah,” the new cast 
of artists for “Zaza” afforded truc 
artistic enjoyment that gave a 
radiant glow of newness to the 
theme of love and freed it from hol- 
low platitudes. 

We who seek the ever-reijuvenat- 
ing spirit of enduring love as the 
sine qua non of creative, /oyful 
living, come to this opera with 
questioning hearts. Here, the situa- 
ion of “Samson and Delilah” is re- 
ersed in part, and woman loves 
sincerely and devotedly, while man 
deceives. True, Milio shows some 
Tgentle regard in his “come _ dirle 
ch’lo porto,” (How can I tell her 
gently—O, how betray her), but it 
is mostly the regret of 1 married 
man for the denial of merely physi- 
cal love with another. There is 
scant spirit quality herein the man’s 
loving, but the merely casual long- 
ing of Bohemian love, fresh, how- 
' ever, with artful spontaneity. 

-And much do we find in this opera 
to please the fancy of those who 
would see life light-heartcdly and 
with love’s freedom, as in Zaza’'s 
reply to Cascart, her companion in 
the concert hall. “I met you and you 
were kindly; we liked each other 
truly, and I was yours like many 
who scrunled not unduly.” But 
Zaza south a love that purified with 
spirit zest, and found it not (with 
“Sam8on and Delilah,” in mind, 
however, we should not be too fe- 
vere upon the man, for often man, 
too, seeks such a love and finds it 
not, and yields to lighter loves for 
the lack). Milio’s light, “Come? 
henissimo!” . . . was not Zaza’s 
love. Yes, “like a zephyr of May,” 
she would be to him, but more, for 
this new love was new life to her 
in its radiant expectancy. She 
eries, “His love was all I asked 
him,” and “Life is sweet oniv when 
united with the beloved forever.” 
In her “amor mio,” how she pleads 
with eager, girlish ardor for that 
love; for the nobler love of one 
man and one woman. She sadly 
fondles with the dream, “and here 
they live their idyl, with love like 
children playing’ The hot flame of 
her pure love thrills in her “non ol! 
la tacita,” and in her genuine moth- 
er urge with toto, “and there are 
beings,” and in her disillusion nent— 
her thrilling, heart-tearing plaint to 
Milio for his deception, “I dreamt, 
transfigured by my love.” She sends 
Milio back to wife and mother—“ah, 
how you worship her,” so pure anid 
genuine is her heart-cry for such 
a love. Zaza breathes a love tense 
with the zeal of spirit, on the one 
hand, and of Art, Youth and Beauty. 
on the other, a love whose passion 
in her lover she would have rush 
in one current with all the great 
aims of his life, that would reveal 
her spirit to him to. be as fine as 
her face was beautiful, and her 
beauty ae. making a great task 
easier to him, instead of turning him 
away from it. Denied, she can but 
“weep for the hopees and dreams” 
she “loved so dearly,” and iry to 
return to that Bohemian love, in- 
adequate, yet delectable with joys 
for artist natures, lovers of beauty, 
men and women of ideal-seeking as- 
pirations, who hold life to be a 
sacred trust, and yet, who, for ideal 
unachieved, must sanely, wholesome* 
ly and joyously appease the'r heart 
clamor for the inallenable right to 
a love of beauty and a meed of 
affection. ties (ee) 

And with such subtle sensing, did

the participating artists interpret 
this opera. Mrs. Hugh Atkins pos- 
sessses a voice, mobile, rich, re- 
sonant, suggesting both power and 
pathos, intellect and warm melody 
of feeling. Mrs. Charles Chalmers 
accompanied at the piano with an 
ease and poise of rendering that be- 
tokened an innate understanding of 
the alternating themes of the mu- 
sic. And Mrs. Earl Sherwood Jack- 
son here surpasssed her reading of 
“Samson and Delilah.” Would that 
she would lend her undoubted dra- 
matic gifts to the legitimate stage 
and worthy drama! Mrs. Jackson 
injected new life of dramatic fer- 
vor into sentiments that interpreted 
poorly by another would seem stale 
platitudes. I doubt whether Atian- 
ta has heard more exquisite inter- 
pretive musical readings than Mrs.

tion, with her heart now “like a 
burnt-out crater filled with snow,” 
as she sings, “And there are beings 
in this world. .. Our hearts are 
crying.” 

And finally, how gently, delight- 
fully, delicately, buoyantly and 
most melodiously Leoncavallo’s mu- 
sic pleads for indulgence to the 
sheer delight of love, of art, and 
warm pulsing youth and beauty, and 
then, how sorrowfully (yet, smiling- 
ly), it asks forgiveness for their 
frailties

Addressed 


On League of Nations 


. 


Whether they believe one way or 
the other, the League of Women 
Voters heafd yesterday afternoon a 
stirring story of the making of the 
league of nations; what it stands 
for as a peace message of the 
‘ world, and why it should be rati- 
- fied by this country. The speaker 
‘was Mrs. Idah McGlone Gibson, of 
Washington, who has returned re- 
cently from Europe, where for 


twenty-seven months she was in 
service to her country in the war 
zone. She was present at many of 
the sessions of the peace confer- 
ence, and was one of the twenty- 
five women who saw the league of 
nations signed. 

In an edrnest and interesting way 
Mrs. Gibson discussed the great 
‘drama she believes the league of 
mations stands for, and article by 
article she talked of, showing its 
merits and interpreting every line 
of them, as in harmonious accord 
with every part of the constitution 
'of the United States. 


Mrs. Gibson related many of her 
experiences when as a representa- 
tive of the American Red Cross she 
visited Serbia, Rumania, Italy and 
Greece. In Lucerne she talked with 
the ex-queen of Greece, the favor- 
ite sister of the kaiser, the night 
before the Germans sent the final 
word they would “sign” for peace. 

She interviewed the queen of 
Rumania and saw royalty stripped 
of its greatness, and suffering the 
stress of the war horrors, 

Is Writing Book. 


Mrs. Gibson is writing a book, 
“The Woman Citizen in War and 
Peace,” and is deeply interested in 
the status of the women of the 
south in their approach to citizen- 
ship. 

She found in the league of voters 
yesterday a most sympathetic au- 
dience, her address following a 
business session of the league when 
changes in the constitution and by- 
laws were discussed and other im- 
portant matters.

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Southern Cross of Honor 


The idea of the’Southern Cross of 

Honor to be given by the general 
order of the United Daughters of 
the Confederacy to the veterans and 
the descendants of the deceased sol- 
diers and sailors, was organized by 
Mrs. Mary Ann Cobb Erwin, Athens, 
, Ga. 
The design is that of a cross, and 
‘the face contains the following: in- 
“gseription: “United Daughters, Con- 
_federacy to the U. €.-V.” In the 
center is a wreath enclosing the 
‘Confederate flag. On the back of 
the cross, which is made’ of a beau- 
tiful bronze, are these words, 
“Southern Cross Honor.” In the 
center appears “Deo Vindice;” 1861- 
1865. 

This bronze cross is topped by 
a bronze bar upon which the name 
of the veteran is engraved. This 
bar also holds the pin. 

This design was offered by Mrs. 
S KE. Gabbett, Atlanta, Ga., and was 
accepted by the general order of 
United Daughters of the Confed- 
eracy at their general convention 
held at Richmond, Va., in 1899. 

The Southern Cross of Honor is 
the gift of the general order of the 
1’. D. C. to the confederate veterans, 
‘given through the chapter of the 
U. bp. Cc. throughout the United 
States.

Lack of personal con- 
tact between representatives of the 
board and former service men seek- 
ing training and low disability 
training given applicants have con- 
tributed to dissatisfaction, asserted 
Mr. Wickersham. / 

Charles Danielson, counsel for 
Columbia university, told the com- 
mittee that tuition bills at the uni- 
versity amounting to $15,600 had 
not been paid by the board and that 
this failure to pay had resulted in 
a drain on tbe university’s en- 
dowment fund.

- The 
legion is certain that these cases 
of misgovernment does not lie In 
the government but is a-result of 
some specific department. These 
faults and errors are brought to 
light with the idea that such gross 
mistakes should be remedied and 
avoided. rather than to criticise the 
form of government. Protection of 
legion members and justice to them 
is what the organization is fight- 
ing for. 

Joint Meeting Called. 

A meeting has been called of the 
13 Atlanta posts of the legion to 
take definite action on the pro- 
posed central council and the adop- 
tion of the tentative constitution 
of the council accepted by the nine 
post commanders, who met receént- 
ly for the purpose of selecting a 
constitution and forming plans for 
the council. This meeting will be 
held on April 8 at 8 o’clock on the 
third floor of the Ivy Telephone ex- 
change. 

It is imperative that all posts 
have instructed delegates at this 
session as arrangements will be 
completed and definite action taken. 
it is the present plan of the legion 
commanders of the majority of At- 
lanta posts to install the delegates 
of the central council and to start 
the council in active operation.

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Weekly Legal News Letter 
Compiled for Constitution | 


Following is The Constitution’s 
weekly news letter, compiled for 
this paper by Johnson & Johnson, 
well-known attorneys of Rome, Ga.: 

Jury. 

While trial judge may excuse 
jurors for any reason addressed ta 
his discretion, he cannot excuse 
members of regularly drawn and 
summoned jury unless he has some 
legal excuse. 88 S. B. 747. 

It is a matter of discretion of 
judge whether panels of-jurors shall 
be filled by waiting for return of 
jurors engaged jin trial of another 
case, or by summoning tales jurors, 
88 S. E. 747. 

It is incumbent on party object- 
ing to juror being excused to show 
why he should not be excused, but 
a judge is not required to give rea- 
son for excusing juror.—lId. 


Mortgages. 


A mortgage note held enforceable, 
where the signatures of the makers 
appear at the end of the mortgage 
portion, though they did not appear 
at the end of the note portion.

Mrs. M. B. Cobb, state librarian. 
authorizes the following statement 
in order to correct erroneous. impres 
sions relative to the law regula- 
ting publication and e of Georgia 
re- 
ports: 

The state of Georgia is the pub- 
lisher of Georgia reports and Geor- 
fia appeals reports, and the state 
librarian is the officer designated 
by law to handle all sales and dis- 
tributions of same. The state 
through the librarian, has for sale 
at the capitol complete sets of Geor- 
gia |reports and Georgia appeals 
reports with exception of certain 
volumes which are temporarily out 
of stock, oWing to the state print- 
er's failure to keep up with his 
work of replenishing. 

As they are issued, the price of 
is fixed by .the state 
at! actual cost of production, to 
which amount, in the case of mail 
orders, should be added postage for 
transportation. Further, the law pro- 
vides that the “state librarian shall 
sell to the public for cash only.” 


| Therefore charge orders are not re- 
| ceived, but only those accompained 


by cash, check ore money order in 
payment of same. 

In order that the lawyers of the 
State may promptly obtain 
sued, the state librarian is 
habit of making 
price cards a day ahead of the 
time that the volume is actuafly ex- 
pected from press. Therefore, if 
as soon as said cards are received, 
lawyers will send to the state li- 
brarian their orders accompanied by 
payment check, they will receive 
their reports quite as early as they 
could possibly do under any other 
system.

attending school. . 

Brewer took advantage of the op- 
portunity thus opened to him. He 
then removed to Cornelia and enter- 
ed the law offices of J. J. and Sam 
Kimsey, and while in that occu- 
pation he was elected treasurer of 
Habersham county in a race aaginst 
eight other candidates. 

News has lately been zeceived of 
Brewer’s election as clerk of the su- 
perior court of Habersham county, 
He is still unable to make use of 
his limbs, the paralysis being a per-

Both involved the baby daugh- 
ters of soldiers. In the first case, 
the father married a young busi- 
ness woman just before leaving for 
overseas. He never returned, and 
although no definite news of his 
fate could be obtained from the 
government, the Red Cross advised 
the mother that he had been killed. 
The widow was without relatives 
and the necessity of earning a bare 
living wage made it impossible for 
her to furnish the proper care for 
her child while she worked. The 


society relieved a predicament that |! 


would soon have been serious. 

Th@ Second instance was even 
more unusual. <A _ soldier earning 
$30 a month at a Georgia canton- 
ment was unable to support him- 
self and his young wife, with the 
result that she was forced to take 
a clerical position at a nominal sal- 
ary. Later on, the stork arrived 
and the problem became more com- 
plicated. The mother could not 
maintain her position and care for 
the infant, while the father was un- 
able to support both. With much 
reluctance they were compelled to

While the examples mentioned 
fail to suggest the suffering and in- 
justice that the society’s ministra- 
tion often relieve, they give an idea 
of the scope of the field a child wel- 
fare organization is called:-upon to 
fill.

The Response of the Red Cross 


In All Disasters 


The recent disasters in LaGrange and West Point, when cyclone 
killed nearly one hundred people, injured more than two hundred, 
festroyed more than a million dollars worth of property and rendered 
families and individuals homeless, was another event when the minis- 
trations of the Red Cross in immediate response to call proved the 


great value of that organization as a permanent institution. 


Scarcely more than two months ago a similar response was made 
by the Atlanta chapter of the Red Cross in the flu emergency, when 
hundreds of people were given nourishment during a crisis when, if 
such assistance had not been rendered, many people might have died. 
An emergency ward was established by the chapter near the city hos- 
pital whereby taking fiu patients and looking after them, rooms and 
beds were released for the care of pneumonia patients and similar ex- 


treme cases. 


When the message flashed over the wires last Sunday night of the 
Jistress in LaGrange and West Point, there was an emergency call 
made upon the Red Cross, and before an hour had elapsed a relief 
party had been organized and under the banner of the Red Cross, 
doctors, nurses and aids of all kinds, were en route to the stricken 


section. 


With great difficulty they reached the people who needed the help 
and at once doctors and nurses were at work and aid was given in 
housing people, getting them to places of protection, and the sick were 


looked after. 


If the Red Cross had not been ready to meet the emergency and 
had not a permanent fund for emergencies, this aid could not have 
been given. Whereas, people would have been willing to respond to 


any call of the kind, somebody would have had to take the initiative; 


there would have had to be some kind of an organization and time 
would have been taken in solicitation and securing funds, which would 


have delayed relief. 


But with the permanent establishment of the Red Cross as an 
emergency organization, that was the logical agency to act, and that 


organization acted quickly. 


To warrant such quick action in emergency and such efficient 
service, the Red Cross funds will have to be sustained and the general 
public is reminded that there are those subscribers to the last general 
Red Cross fund who have not completed their subscription. 
are reminded that they have put their names down and pledged them-

selves to contribute a certain amount at a certain time, and it fs 


through the fulfillment of these pledges that the Atlanta chapter will 
bé able to sustain its part, as the emergency agency of this community 
when at any time emergency arises.

The impression which may be held by some people that when the 
war was over the Red Cross in its service ceased to be and that it is 
an organization exclusively for war work, is a very erroneous one. 
The Red Cross was organized more than thirty years ago for work in 
case of disasters at any time in any place, and in peace or war. 

History shows innumerable occasions when previous to the Euro- 
pean war, the Red Cross rendered valiant aid. During the period of the 
war, the Red Cross became the greatest humanitarian institution of 
past and present history with a record of service the full extent of 


which will never be known. 


Atlanta has ever reason to be proud of the record made by the 
Atlanta chapter, which will continue to exist as an active organization 


rea@y to serve when called upon. 


Unfinished war work is still being 


done by the chapter through its home service section, through hos- 
pital aid, in establishing first aid classes, and co-operating with nurs- 


ing service. 


Emergency work will be the permanent basis upon which 


the chapter will hold, and a permanent fund is necessary for its con- 


tinued existence and efficiency.

Women in the practice of thrift 
are establishing a better balance,” 


was the significant statement made 
by Mrs. Samuel Lumpkin, director of 
the Woman’s Division, Thrift and 


| schools—the

thrift movement and the thrift 
spirit was to be the balance wheel, 
reaching all circles and community 
of people. , 

“The thrift organization has a 
man’s division and a woman’s divi- 
sion; it is also worked through the 
child of the nation 
must be taught that prosperity is 
synonymous with thrift and saving. 

“As the woman's division has 
been my chief concern, I have seen 
very many interesting phases of the 
subject tested. 

“In the first place women were 
reminded that they were the buyers 
for the homes of the nation, there- 
fore upon them rested most of the 
responsibility of the high cost of 
living. The establishment of the 
family budget has not been one of 
the customs of the American home, 
and women, though they do the buy- 
ing, do not do the paying. They 
know little of the cost of food pro- 
ducts, the change in mraket values, 
the labor conditions following the 
war. Our women, especially in this 
section, for centuries have lived un- 
der the sheltered system. Now they 
find themselves confronted with a 
condition of the high cost of living 
for which they were held largely 
responsible. 

The Program. ; 

“The program which the women 
of the nation were asked to under- 
take in January was to keep an ac- 
count of their expenditure as a first 
aid to good housekeeping. It gave 
each woman of the nation a chance 
to see just where she stood. She 
was not asked to tell the govern- 
ment what she did with her money, 
nor yet how much ‘she saved. She 
was not asked to do this for the 
benefit of the government, but for 
the good of the individual home-as 
the bulwark of national prosperity. 

“The month of February they 
were asked to save for the same 
purpose, and then in March they 
were asked to invest that mount 
which they may ‘have saved from 
money they had formerly not been 
able to account for, though not 
necessarily wasted. 

“Now every woman of the nation 
is asked to organize in her home a 
thrift club as tangible evidence of 
what she is doing, and a report of 
these clubs is asked, so that the 
government may know just how 
much is being accomplished in the 
campaign of national saving which 
Stands directly for-—national pros- 
perity. 

“Through women’s organizations 
the campaign for the thrift clubs is 
being pushed, and now the next 
work which we must emphasize is to 
get women to report their activities 
in this direction, They are being 
addressed at meetings on the sub- 
ject. They are being written to, to 
report it, but they are slow in doing 
this. 

“T hope to see the women of 
Georgia 100 per cent. organized in 
this direction,” said Mrs. Lumpkin, 
in conclusion. “They are making 
for that goal in other states, Gov- 
ernment reports show. We are slow

The Status of the Rural Babies 


Editor Woman's Department: 
Sunday, March 21, there appeared 


an article in The Constitution head- 
ed “Mortality Among Rural Babies,” 
a subject in which I am deeply in- 
terested. 

It is appalling to read the'‘state 
Statistics and realize just how 
many of our children die for the 
lack of medical aide and proper 
nourishment. It is still more dis- 
tressing to visit the rural homes 
and schools and come face to face 
with the existing conditions. 

There are schools in Georgia, the 
empire state of the south, where 
you will find at least three-fifths 
of the pupils defective in some 
way. Hookworm you will find ga- 
lore in parts of Georgia, besides 
adenoids, defective eyesight and 
various other ailments. 

When you see these poor afflict- 
ed children, how ones mother heart 
goes .out to them, and longs to 
gzive them help in some way, and 
help nurture er back to health. 

This article of last Sunday stated 
the best way for the federated club 
women to assist in this work is 
through the public health board and 
child welfare. I fully agree that is 
the proper channel, where § such 
boards are in existence. It is true 
we have the Ellis state health law 
which, if properly enforced, would 
certainly give us one of the most 
healthful and sanitary states in the 
south, but dear readers, stop and 
think just how few of our coun- 
ties have adopted the Ellis health 
law. Only seventeen out of one 
hundred and fifty counties. 


County Health Boards. 


Now, before we can improve 
health conditions very much the 
club women have got to put forth 
their every effort to establish 
county health boards. To effect 
this you have got to get your grand 
jury to pass upon it favorably two 
successive times to become a law 
in your county; then you can es- 
tablish your public health board. 

During the War we found that 
without organization we could ac- 
complish but little; it is just the 
same now. Until we establish coun- 
ty health boards but little progress 
can the club women of Georgia ex- 


pect to make toward improving 
health conditions. 

To get the grand jury to pass 
favorably upon establishing such 
boards, the federated club women of 
the state have got to do team work 
in their respective counties. I be- 
lieve all of you will agree with ‘me 
the best way to put such a project 
through is to work on your grand 
jurymen as soon as they are an- 
nounced. Possibly you may feel you 
have not sufficient influence with 
some of the jurymen, Dut you can 
seek some one who has, and ther 
when the grand jury meets, in all 
probability the sailing will be easy. 
But if you go down in defeat re- 
member Captain Lawrences’ words, 
“Don’t give up the ship.” There is 
nothing that cannot be accomplish- 
ed when all forces concentrate upon 
some definite purpose, so, dear 
readers, let us not falter until we 
have reached our goal. 

Adequate Conpensation. 

All government literature I have 
read states that unléss county or 
district health boards employ full- 
time health officers they cannot ex- 
pect good results, and they must be 
adequately compensated. At the 
present time there are very few 
epidemologists who receive a salary 
commensurate with the knowledge 
and labor which is required for the 
proper performance of their duties. 

Public health is a rather expensive 
necessity, and if we want it we will 
find we cannot get it with poorly 
prepared, underpaid officers. 

Dr. W. C. Rucker, A. S. G., says, 
“The corner stone of efficient pub- 
lic health administration is the well- 
qualified, full-time, well-paid health 
officer. 

I beg of every one who is interest- 
ed in the welfare of our boys and 
girls, our future citizens of tomor- 
row, to be up and doing.

Housing of Employed Girls 
Presents Grave Problem 


The fcllowing story was told Sat- 
urday morning by Miss Margaret 
Giere, housing secretary, of the 
National Young Women’s Christian 
association with New York head- 
quarters, as she sat in the office of 
Cc. E. Robertgon, secretary of the 
Atlanta Chamber of Commerce, and 
replied to Mr. Robertson’s questions 
as he asked her where so many girls 
are coming from to Atlanta that the 
problem of finding living accommo- 
dations for them is becoming such 
a serious one to the local “Y” and 
to other organizations: “What do 
girls do to support themselves (fter 
they come to Atlanta? Do most of 
them come to this city trusting <u 
find employment and a place to live 
after they reach here?” 

Miss Giere’s replies were appli- 
cable to the work being done by the 
rooms registry department of the 
Atlanta Y. W. C. A., Where, as na- 
tional secretary, she. is working dur- 
ing her week's stay here investigat- 
ing housing conditions. 

“Once every minutes or two some 
girl, somewhere, believes that she 
wants to fiy from the home nest to 
explore larger worlds. She has be- 
come tired of home dishes, hens to 
be fed and cows to be milked,” sald 
Miss Giere. 

“Again, there is the girl who must 
leave home, ‘perhaps, because hers is 
the mouth which is one too many 
to feed. 


“Suppose that, instead of follow- 
ing the trail of ‘to let’ signs,” said 
Miss Giere, “the girl away from 
home makes the Y. W. C. A. rooms 


registry office the starting point in 
her quest. She may come at an op- 
portune time, on a day when there 
happens to be a vacancy in the asso- 
ciation residence—Y. W. C. A. com- 
munity home at 62 West Baker atreet, 
or the rooming annex at 19-21 West 
Baker street.

It might not be possible to realize 
the ideal of perfection, even if it 
were possible to eliminate all of 
the disease and suffering, but it is 
obvious enough that reducing the 
ills that afflict mankind and the 


greater relief of distress generally } 


will operate to create a better moral 
atmosphere and put peacé on a4 
firmer foundation. 

At present we are confronted with 
the task of relieving greater dis- 
tress than ever before has afflicted 
civilization. It-.is one of the by- 
products of the late war. Suffer- 
ing must be brought again within 
normal bounds before there.can be 
real opportunity to bulld ‘for the 
ideas of a lasting world brother- 
hood. The Red Cross has dedicated 
itself to the work presented. 

In America, happily, there is no 
suffering in the mass such as pre- 
vails in many countries of Europes; 
here the program of service which 
goes beyond the emergencies caus- 
ed by disease epidemics, starvation 
and other afflictions which are in 
the nature of national calamities, 
has already been inaugurated. When 
less fortunate countries stand on 
their feet again their own Red Cross 
organizations will be able to profit 
by example and precept, and can 
conduct permanent programs of edu- 
cation and service for the general 
good. The league of Red Cross So- 
cieties has as its ultimate objective 
the stimulation of just such lines 
of endeavor through the respective 
national organizations. 

One important reason for the po- 
tentiality of the Red Cross in re- 
lieving distress, and by the same 
token its potentiality as a great 
moral force in the world, is that 
it is non-racial, non-sectarian, and 
non-political in carryin en its 
operations. With the suffering in- 
dividual as the object of its min- 
istrations, it can do much that out- 
side government agencies are not 
able to do. It makes no difference 
how often government agencies 
change, how fast revolutions follow 
one another, how many political par- 
ties or de-facto controls are striv- 
ing for supremacy and the recor- 
nition of the rest of the world—the 
disinterested Red Cross ear must 
listen only to the cry of the afflict- 
ed individual that appeals to mercy. 
The ultimate good will and inter- 
national fellowship resulting from 
disinterested ministrations to the 
many suffering individuals needs 
nothing in the form or argument 
to make it understand. 

The same disinterestedness in fu- 
ture spheres of Red Cross activity— 
along lines of education that will 
insure healthful living and make for 
happier homes and communities 
and, therefore, sounder and more 
contented nations—truly may even- 
tuate into “the morslk equivalent for 
war.”—Red Cross Bulletin,

London, March 27.—Pity the poor 
duchesses!

He is, 
however, one of the dukes to be 
ptitied, for he certainly has not 
much money with which to “pay 
the piper.” or to keep strawberry 
leaves upon his coronet as fresh as 
they should be. 

Play Makes Hit. 

I was present the other night at 
the first performance in Manchester 
of a brand-new comedy by the 


marchioness of Townhend, who ,is 
one of the most charming and clever 
women in England, irrespective of 
title or. social position. It was at 
Lady Townhend’s own special. invi- 
tation that I journeyed from London 
to Manchester to see this play. 
which she calls “The Fold,” and 
which has made a distinct succesé, 
not because its author happens to 
have a handle to her name, but for 
the better reason that it is a decid- 
edly interesting and human play 
that could only have. been writ- 
ten by a Woman with brains and a 
keen understanding of character. 

I journeyed from London to Man- 
chester on purpose to be present at 
the premiere of “The old” and 
found the experience well worth the 
four and a -half hours’ journey in- 
volved, Manchester is an extraordi- 
nary. place; a rough hewn city set 
in a sort of ring of factory chim- 
neys. Its theatrical audiences are, 
however, among the most critical 
in England, therefore Lady Town- 
shend had every reason for being 
decidedly nervy before the curtain- 
rose on the first act of her. play. 

She is a charmingly pretty wom- 
an. of a distinctly English type: 
fresh. coloring. soft blue eyes and 
charming wavy light brown hair. 
She wore a coronet of diamonds set 
flat upon her forehead on the night 
of her debut as a playwright, and, 
as she explained to me, she was so 
nervously cold that she huddled the 
skin of a big snow leopard round 
her shouldeys, thus making a very 
effective contrast with a charming 
black gown that she was Wearing. 

When the ¢urtain fell upon the 
last act of “The Fold” the crowded 
and enthusiastig house insisted upon 
& speech, and it was then, perhaps. 
that the marchioness unconsciously 
asserted her claim to being a diplo- 
mat as well.as a writer of great 
promise. She only said a few words 
from the stage, but she absolutely 
won the hearts of her hearers when 
she explained that her own great 
grandfather had been a Manchester 
man, and that the one thine’ that 
made her specially happy was the 


witnessed By a Manchester audi- 
ence! : é > 

Although she is so young (Lady 
Townshend is only 34) I always 
think 'that she is one of the most 
tragic figures among England’s no- 
ble families. Her father, the late 
Thomas Sutherst, perished in the 


‘awful Lusitania disaster, but seven 


or eight years previously he had 
goaded his daughter into marrying 
the present holder of the great title 
of the Townshend family.

The marquis of Townshead, al 
though he is an amiable and rather 
pathetic WNetle gentleman, is any- 


thing, but an inspiring husband for 
a’ young and imaginative woman. 
Ever since his birth (and he is now 
56 years of age) he has been a 
stunted little person, with a huge 
head and a small, rather fat body. 
Although he has-been shown to be 
more or less intelligent, his appear- 
ance is anything but prepossessing. 
So this very charming and brilliant 
young woman has lived twelve years 
and Anore through the torture of 
what cannot be anything but a love- 
less marriage. She has presented 
him with two particularly beautiful 
and distinctly intelligent children, a 
boy, who is Viscount Raynham, and 
a little girl.

A single individual has sueceeded 
in buying in the open market con- 
tracts for the delivery of more 
Shares of stock of the Stutz Motor 
company than there are outstanding. 
He was in a position to know how 
many shares he would have to buy 
to corner the market, and as the 
sellars were scattered and simply 
sold short, he had only to keep on 
buying and finally accomplish his 
purpose. Then, as these short sell- 
ers tried to cover their cprjtracts by 
also buying in the open market. 
they thus creatéd that much ad- 
ditioanl demand and scarcity. 

The mofe the stock advanced the 
greater was the stampede of the 
shorts, and the one who started it 
had only to sit by and watch the 
prices of his holdings advance. He 
could keep right on. doin~ nothing, 
there being no telling where the 
prices would go, until the exchange 
authorities intervened and put an 
end to further transactions. 


Bay Stock Back. 


All these agreements to sell, how- 
éver, are definite contracts, and en- 
forceable under the state ldws, and 
the only way they can be settled is 
for the sellers to buy the stock back: 
at whatever prices the buyers choos- 
es to place upon it. It is said that 
old Daniel Drew used to remark that 
“he who sells what isn’t his’n, must 
buy it back or go to prison.” The 
Short sellers have, of course, sold 
what they did not own. but that is 
simply a phase of stock market op- 
eration, 

Making a profit on any transac- 
tion consists of selling it at a higher 
price than that at which it was, 
bought, and in all speculative op- 
erations it seldom matters much 
which event takes place first, the 
Selling or the buying. Short sell- 
ing is often condemned by those 
who give it little thought, but as 
& matter of fact, business could 
not go on without it. The textile 
manufacturer agrees to deliver so 
many yards of goods next fall or 
winter, although he does not have 
even the raw material in his posses- 
sion. In the grocery trade thou- 
sands of cases of canned goods have 
been sold for delivery next fall, the 
raw materials for which are not 
~~ planted, nor the cans made. 

he cotton producer who rails 
against short sellers in the specu. 
lative market has, in all probabil- 
ity, sold his crop in advance, al- 
though it is not yet planted. . These 
are all various forms of short sell- 
ing. Without tthem business of the 
world would be kept within very. 
narrow limits and producers would 
take few chances of turning out 
goods or raising crops unless as- 
sured* of markets in advanee. 


Stuts Corner. 


The reprehensive feature of the 
Stutz corner lies in the fact of the 
operator, having definite knowledge 
of the light supply, continuing to 
purchase far beyond that limit. 

The stock exchange itself should 
learn a lesson as to admitting to 
its listing corporations whose secu- 
rities are of such a small volume 
that they cannot be sold. Shere is 
nothing to prevent an offiter of 
any other. small concern, who may 
have a knowledge of the amount of 
stock outstanding, doing exactly 
what has been done in this case, 
namely cornering the market. 

The final quotations of the Stutz 
Shares are of course, more than 
double their intrinsic value, and Ir 
would ‘seem tq be the duty of the 
exchange authorities to investigate 
the conditions surrounding any 
spectacular upward movement of in- 
dividual stock that does not seem to 
be justified by its earning capacity.

Reviewed in Detail and 
Its Relation to the Secu- 
rities Market Is Shown.

New York, April 3.—Speculative 
Wall street was surprised and dis- 
appointed early this week, when the 
first of the much-discussed large 


shipments of gold from London actu- 
ally arrived. After advancing last 
week to 14 per cent., call mon on 
the Stock Exchange suddenly 
aropped to-6 at the close on the an- 
nouncement that $10,000,000 London 
gold was about to land, and. in 
anticipation of easier money, there 
was a wild advance in stock prices. 
That the expected yellow metal! had 
arrived on schedule time aver Sun- 
day was knor-n to every office boy in 
Wall street early Monday morning. 

However, ¢o the surprise of many, 
call money opened that day at 8 per 
cent, and closed at 12, with the 
stock market showing unmistakable 
signs of discouragement. The bare 
facts are that speculative Wall 
street does not know what to make 
of the money market and when in 
that frame of mind regarding its 
most essential factor, the movement 
of the stock market is bound to be 
uncertain. 

Since January 1 of this year no 
less than $119,000,000 gold has been 
shipped out of this country. This 
movement was accomplished by a 
decline in the legal reserve ratio of 
the twelve federal reserve banks in 
February to 42.5 per. cent., the low- 
est level ever touched. That made 


a 


banks and the nxtionai nks 
turn began to shuc down in lending 
to their customers. 
trywide curtailing of loans, there 
was a slow but steady improvement 
in the position of the banks until 
the beginning of this week, when 
the reserve ratio of the twelve fed- 
eral reserve institutions as a whole 
was again down to 42.7 per cent., 
compared with 51.8 for the corre- 
sponding period of last year. 


Unexpected Decline. 


It was this unexpected decline to- 
gether with the unexpected udvance 
in the rate on call money just as the

This week’s unexpected advance 
in cull money rates was caused first 
by a belated aftermath of the March 
15 tax payments and next by the 
fact that while the steamship which 
brought the $10,000,000 gold from 


«old was not immediately available 
for bank reserves. The $16,000,000 
was shipped to J. P. Morgan & co., 
who had to get it of the 
Steamer and to its own bank and 
then get a deposit credit. The Mor- 
fan bank then turned the $10,000,- 
000 gold over to the New York Fed- 
eral Reserve bank, after which it 
was available for reserve. 

While speculative Wall street has 
named anywhere from $%350,000,000 
to $500,000,000 as the amount of gold 
England is to send us in connettion 
with the retirement of the $500,000,- 
060 Anglo-French loan maturing this 
October, conservative bankers here 
stated this week that $100,000,000 
would likely prove to be a better 
guess. But even if the movement 
conned to that figure a great differ- 
ence will be made in the position of 
the banks. A block of $100,000,000 
zold held by the federal reserve 
banks would mean an increase of 
250,000,000 in the lending power of 
hose institutiops with a correspond- 
ing increase of nearly $2,000,000,000 
in the lending power of the mem- 
ber banks with which,brokers, mer- 
chants and manufacturers ¢o busij- 
ness. 


Outward Flow. 

Of course, it is possible that the 
outward flow of gold will continue 
and thus offset in whole, or in part, 
the amount of metal to be received 
from London. Certainly our supply 
of the yellow metal has been melt- 


ing away. Before the European war 
began, say May 1, 1912 this coun- 
try’s supply of gold amoeunjged to 
$1,867,078,088. On May 1, 1913, it 
was $1,867,087,088. On May 1, 1915, 
it was down to $1,899,142,465. But 
then the movement this way from

England, however, has played the 
leading part in our recent heavy 
gold shipments to Sg@tth America, 
buying gold to help pay her debts 
there just as she would bid. the 
open market price, in buying grain: 
or any other commodity. Whether 
our heavy shipments of the yellow 
metal to South America will con- 
tinue now that England wants to 
support sterling in this market in 
anticipation of the maturing $500,- 
loan no one 
here can say. 

But this much can be said: it Is 
safe to predict that the federal re- 
serve board at Washington will not 
permit any large increase in our 
gold holdings within the next few 
months, to be absorbed for specu- 
lative purposes.

Detroit, Mich., April 3.—The pref- 
erence of Michigan republicans ana 
democrats for presidential nominees 
will be registered next Monday in 
the state’s second presidential pref- 
erence primary. 

Republicane have a field of seven 
to choose from. while the democrats 
have entered five in the lists. Two 
of the Jjatter, William J. Bryan and 
William G. McAdoo, made unsuc- 
cessful efforts to have their names 
removed from the ballots. With- 
drawal after certification, however, 
is nog permitted under the state 
election laws and the two names 
remained on the ballots. 

An unusual situation results from 
the fact that the name of Herbert 
Hoover appears on both republican 
and demodcretic tickets, The douple 
filing for the former food, admiy- 
istrator was made possible when the 
State’s attorney general ruled in- 
operative, as applied to the presi- 
dential pirmary, the amendment 
passed by the last legislature re- 
quiring from candidates an affi- 
davit of party affiliation. 

The republican ticket .comprises 
Senators Poindexter, of Washing- 
ton, and Johnson, of Californ’a;: 
General Pershing, Major Gzneral 
Leonard Wood, Governor Lowden, 
of Illinois; Mr. Hoover and William 
G. Simpson, of Detroit. 

On the democratic: ticket besides 
Mr. Hoover, Mr. McAdoo and Mr.

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Could Not Give Hoke 
Smith Support He Had 
‘Pledged to Reed, He De- 
‘clares in Announcement. 


; In this week's issue of his news- 
paper, The Columbia _ Sentinel, 
Thomas E. Watson, of Thompson, 
who is a candidate in the presiden- 
tail preferential primary in Georgia, 
to be held April 20, makes a full 
statement as to his candidacy, the 
reasons leading to his announce- 
ment, the issues as. he sees them, 
and his own position on the same. 

Mr. Watson declares that he had 
expressed by letter to Senator Reed 
\his preference for him, and enter- 
tained no thought of ntering the 
race himself until after the Kim- 
wall House conference ‘between 
Zeet- Smith and Hardwick, it be- 
coming then apparent that Reed 
would retire in favor of Senator 
Smith, which he declares was a 
keen disappointment to him. 

He says he stands today where 
he stood in his Thompson address 
of September 5, 1919. His full 
statement follows: 

Mr. Watson’s Statement. 
“Thomson, Ga., March 27, 1920. 
““Much has been said, during the 
last few months, about an alleged 
combination between myself and 

ex-Senator Hardwick. 

“There never has existed 
such combination. 

“During his campaign of 1918, 
Mr. Hardwick courageously and en- 
ergetically combatted the con- 
scription act and espionage law. 

“To that extent, we were thrown 
‘into parallel columns, and many 
of my friends voted for him, Just 
as many of his friends voted for 


me. 

“The only letters, or messages, 
that have passed between him and 
‘me, for many years, have been on 
the subject of the league of na- 
‘tions, which I denounced as a be- 
trayal of our country, as soon as 
President Wilson ‘permitted’ its 
contents to be known. 

“The letters which passed  be- 
tween me and ex-Senator Hardwick 
were written this year; and they 
were written im the interest of Sen- 
ator James A. Reed, who had made 
such a noble fight in the senate 
‘against the league. 

“At that time, Senator Hoke 
Smith was quoted as favoring it. 
| “For many months, Senator Hoke 
‘Smith pad been non-committal, and 
few, if'any, knew where he would 
finally stand. -. 

“I also wrote to the Missouri 
statesman urgine him. to enter the 
‘race and promising him my hearty 
support. 

“In reply, he wrote me in the 
‘most courteous terms, but not quite 
‘committing himself, although he 
expressed his wish to visit me at 
‘my home for the purpose of con- 
‘Sultation. 

* “Of course he was 
Vited to come. 
' “In the meantime, without my 
knowledge, a petition in my favor, 
had been signed at Dawson. 

“T knew nothing whatever about 
it, until Hon. J. J. Flynt (chairman 
of the state executive committee), 
called me up at my home to tell 
me of the petition, and to ask me 
whether I consented for my name 
to be used.

“My young friend, Will H. Stan- 
ford, of Valdosta, circulated a Reed 
petition in his town, and soon se- 
cured more than the required num- 
ber of names. 

“Mr. Stanford wrote me of this, 
and I thought that the daily papers 
would announce the entry of Sena- 
tor Reed: but the expected did not 
happen.

The Nebraska primaries, which 
come on April 20, will be decisive 
in at least two respects: On 
republican side the Nebraska pri- 
maries wilt determine whether or 
not General Pershing is to be a 
factor in the republican convention.

One hundred and eley- 
en delegates out of a total of 984 
are important in themselves, but 
coming from these states, each of 
which is a pivotal state as between 
the republicans and the democrats, 
they make April 27 the most im- 
portant single date in a political 
sense now ahead of us. 


COMUNDSON. ASSAILS 
THE SENIOR SENATOR 


Says Palmer and Watson the 
Only Serious Georgia Pres- 
idential Candidates. 


Dublin, Ga., April 3.—(Special.,— 


(Addressing a large audience of p-o- 


Ple at the Laurens courthouse this 


morning who had gathered to hear 
his views on the presidential cam- 
paign, and outlining the purposes 
of Thomas E. Watson in consenting 
for his name to be used in the Apri! 
primary, Grover C. Edmondson, of 
Moultrig today spoke for more than 
two hours, reviewing events before 
the war and during the war and 
during reconstruction, wherein he 
took shots at Senator Hoke Smith 
for his “deceptive, and at times 
cowardly, atitude during the war.” 
Mr. Edmondson spared no bitter ad- 
jectives in his opening attack on 
Senator Smith’s candidacy for presi- 
dent, and said Senator Smith has as 
much chance te be elected presi- 
dent as the ex-kaiser has to be 
elected president of the league of 
nations, 

After reviewing Senator Smith’s 
early political life, his election as 
governor on a platform loaned him 
by Tom Watson and Tom Hard- 
wick, including s cork-screw 
methods of commissioning himself 
to a seat in the senate follgwing 
Senator Clay’s death, the speaker 
declared that “Senator Hoke Smith 
has been loyal to no platform and 
no pledge, but on the contrary has 
been willing whenever it served his 
purpose to abandon professed prin- 
ciples with such remarkable agility 
that he is regarded in Washington 
as a political acrobat.” Mr. Ed- 
mondson vigorously assailed the 
senator for having voted for war 
and thereafter deserting the com- 
mander-in-chief at a most critica) 
stage. He quoted from New York 
papers to show that “Senator Smith 
endorsed’ the league and would 
have voted for it as brought back 
by President Wilson had the sen- 
ator been man enough to stand by 
his original declaration in favor of 
the league,” and Mr. Edmundson 
charged that Senator Smith favared 
the league now. but voted for the 
reservations in order to attempt to 
deceive the people as to his true 
attitude, hoping to catch votes on 
both sides. 

He said that Senator Smith had 
but one purpose in “running for 
president,—that to learn where anf 
how he stands with Georgia voters, 
preparing to launch his campaign 
for re-election to the senate.” The 
speaker predicted, amid applause, 
that Smith would not carry Georgia 
for president,and would not be re- 
elected to the senate.

ORGANIZED LABOR 


Charges Woodrow Wil- 
son Administration for 
Certain Alleged Anarch- 
istic Outbreaks by Union 
Labor. | 


Reiterating his views as to the 
dangers threatening American insti- 


tutions from organized labor. form?r 
Governor Joseph M, Brown has just 


issued a lengthy statement to the 
people of Georgia, which was of- 


fered to the press for publication 
Saturday and which will be publish- 
ed in circular form later. Governor 
Brown charges the Woodrow Wil- 
son administration for certain al 
leged anarchistic outbreaks by 
union labor in recent years. In his 
opening paragraph, he says: 

“An issue confronts you today 
Such as you have never faced be- 


fore.- That issue is ¢rystallized in 
the alternative questions: Shall the 
lives of the eople of this state be 
surrendered to an nemy who has 
been thrust within our gates, or 
shal] the state, by the firm en- 
| forcement of her laws, protect her 
people's lives?” 

’ The,former governor declares that 
t 
which he gives and that anyone can 
draw theireown conclusions there- 
from but that “upon the establish. 
ed facts the public policy must be 
based.”’ 

“Voice of Blood.” 


He says that his voice in the pre- 
sentation of the matter is but the 
voice of one man, but that the 
greater voice,-which speaks through 
the events of the past few years. 
is “the voice of blood.” 

Ht then arraigns in the bitterest 
terms the Amalgamated Association 
of Street Railway Employees. of 
America, calling attention to the 
lawlessness and bloodshed which 
characterized strikes called by this 
Organization in Atlanta, Augusta, 
Columbus and other cities. After 
quoting from a newspaper account 
of dynamite outrages committed in 
Atianta in November, 1916, he says: 

“The state’s court in Fulton coun- 
ty, atded by public opinion, took 
vigorous charge of the situation 
Greated by the lawless deeds, of 
which the above was just one, and 
practically expelled the anarchic 
Amalgamated association from At- 
lanta.

‘The above named agency of an- 
archy having thus been restored to 
Atlanta by President Woodrow Wil- 
son, who could not possibly have 
been ignorant of its criminal prac- 
tices, and having signalized its re- 


gia by suspending the operation ot 
the cars by a strike, next organized 
the street car employees of Colum- 
bus, and promptly put them on 
atrike, 

These anarchic proteges of Presi- 
dent Wilson next organized the 
Street car employees in Savannah 


winter of 1918-1919. -In the first 
of these strikes cars were stoned. 
a lady passenger's face was crushed 
in and children badly hurt.

Unless the junk dealer is will- 
ing to pay her reasonably wel! for 
the bother and annoyance in pre- 
serving worn-out and discarded 
articles, such as are constantly ac- 
cumulating in every ' household 
from day to day, the natural and 
reasonable thing for her to do i5 
to burn the junk and get the pene- 
fit of whatever fuel-value there is 
in it, if it is inflammable; other. 
wise, deposit it in the ash-can, and 
be rid of the nuisance of having it 
about the house.

Men and Business

Any one Who has oppjortunity to 
listen to William C. Huntington talk 
on Russia can learn much about 


that troubled country. 

Mr. Huntington was our commer- 
cial attache in the land of the Mus- 
covite. His term, while not long in 
years, began while the cZar was su- 
preme, continued through Keren- 
sky’s regime and embraced a period 
While Lenine and Trotzky have 
been in control. 

To understand the Russian ques- 
tion, he says, you must know some- 
thing of the climate, the isolation 
and the history of the empire. You 
must know, too, the cleavage of the 
classes and the extreme passivity 
of the vast bulk of the Russian 
people. This passivity has come 
from long years of oppression, from 
the centuries when Russia was un- 
der the Tartar yoke, and next Ro- 
manoff autocracy with serfdom. It 
was oniy in 1861 that the serfs were 
freed, so the Russian peasant may 


be said to have had liberty only asidue to go through many phases, and 


long as the American negro and 
has not had his opportunities of self 
expression and improvement. 

As a body, Mr. Hutington says, the 
Russians lack initiative and love of 
accomplishment. It is because of 
that fact that determined men of 
the Lenine and Trotzky type were 
able to seize the reins of govern- 
ment when the armies broke down 
and German agitation added to the 
collapse of Russia. Lenine he de- 
scribes as a fanatie, sincere in pur- 
pose but not in methods. With the 
violent introduction of socialism 
there came a crude application of 
Karl Marx’s theories. He illustrates 
this by saying the revolutionists 
would take a line out of the con- 
text of Marx’s,book, such as “seize 
the lines of goVernment,” and apply 
it literally, without considering that 
Marx said that this should not be 
done until the people had prepared 
themselves and fitted themselves to 
govern themselves. 

Lenine and his coterie, Mr. Hunt- 
ington explains, are in no way 
constructive. They are propogan- 
dists pure and simple. They preach 
a new order and are more interested 
in preaching than in building up a 
new republic per se. They preach 


a new heaven and a new earth, but | 


do nothing to bring such things 
about. They are immortal in that 
they excuse any act they commit on 
the ground that the end justifies 
the means. That explains their du- 
plicity, their lack of sincerity, _the 
sheer brutality of some of the things 
that have been done in the name of 
bolshevism. 

Seeing their inability to do con- 
structive work and seeing their 
whole structure in danger of collap- 
sing, they have been forced to seek 
aid from the class they professed to 
abominate. That explains why they 
have been drawing various of the 
bourgeoisie into their council, 

Instead of a workmens govern- 
ment the soviet government has be- 
come a perfect autocracy. The right 
to strike has been denied. Workers 
who are not obedient or who are 
suspected of being restive are 
placed under surveillance. And the 
people, who now are ordered and 
impressed more than under the old 
regime, accept it because of their 

ive passivity. . 
nerhe cask of not only the bol- 
shevists, but of the nations opposed 
to bolshevism, is to unlock the re- 
sources of Russia when Russia is 
under the control of a government 
that is opposed to what we know or 
term as a democracy. 


ere Is a tendency in Europe and 
Pts to trade with Russia. But 
it is difficult, if not hazardous, to 
trade with an immoral organization. 
It is a question, too, whether you 
should trade with an organization 
that always has been and is now an 
enemy to business and which has 
ruined business in its own country. 
The purchaser does not know 
when he buys whether he 18s not 
getting stalen goods when he a 
his money. The property the bol- 
shevists are most eager to sell at 
present is ansexample in point. It 
belongs to the Rumanian govern- 
ment. but the soviet, nevertheless, 
rill sell it.

These societies 
have strong internal interests, but 
were dominated by the” bolshevists. 
Lenine and Trotzky really are ma-

The thing. to watth 
ie whether this is a step in a grad- 
uaf transition in Russian affairs or 
camouflage that has a knife to be 
stuck in the back of the nations.

If there are vast quan- 
tities, the bolshevists cannot get 
them out. They have not the loco- 
motives and the cars requisite to 
large movement of freight and, even 
if these could. be provided and the 
railroad beds repaired, it wou re- 
quire large credits and the active 
co-operation of other governments 
to finance the operations.

Mr. Huntington advises those who 
are considering Russian trade to 
look well into the situation. Look 
out that you don’t get your fingers 
burned. There are many illusory 
ideas as to the amount of business 
to be done, There can be no great 
businessina country that lacks or- 
ganization. There are goods in Rus- 
sia, but to get them to the ports is 
a terrific task. 

Another thing: Do not jmagine 
that one soviet rules Russia. The 
vast country is split up into sections 
of sovietism. What Petrograd or- 
ders Moscow may ignore and, in ef- 
fect, it is the same elsewhere. To 2 
degree, it is each section for itself 
without particular tegard for the 
other or for all. 

The present leaders will pass. 
How soon they will be overthrown 
remains to be seen. Russian bol- 
shevism, Mr. Huntington thinks, is 


it may have long processes, It is 
not radicalism so much as it is lack 


of principle. 

The Baltic provinces are the gate- 
ways to Russia. Mr. Huntington 
savs the British are active there and 
are earnest in seeking a monopoly | 
of Russian trade. The British mer- 
chants are backed up by official 
representatives of their government, 
who are working tooth and nail to 
aid them. We are doing little or 
nothing.

With all the talk about extrava- 
gance, there is proof cropping up 
occasionally of thrift that is most 
encouraging and gratifying. The re- 
port of the superintendent of banks 
in New York furnishes and illustra- 
tion. 

There are 141 savings banks in 
New York state. Deposits in 1918 
were $2,042,011,104, In 1919 they were 
$,267,393.799. That's an increase of 
$225,362,695, or an average saving in 
the year of about-$25 per capita, the 
population of the state being about 
9,500,000. . 

The number of open accounts ait 
the end of the vear was 3,658,435, an 
increase of 190,971 over the pervious 
year. "Bhat would seem to indicate 
one savings account for at least one 
out or every three persons in the 
state, but not a few persons have 
accounts in two or three or more 
hanks and there are said to be per- 
sons in New York city with, ac- 
counts, the average amount to the 
savings institutions. 

Apparently, the savings bank de- 
positor in New York takes his Sav- 
ing seriously, for with deposits of 
$2,267,393.799 and 3,658,435 open ac- 
counts, the average amounet to the 
credit of the depositor would be 
about $620. 

That is very high.

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I am sure that to any enlightened 
people the fear of death is not the 
fear of punishment on the other 
side of the experience. It is pri- 
marily the severance of the sacred 
relations on thig side. Nowhere 
has the pall of this shadow fallen 
with such deep darkness as upon 
the homes of the world. Its pathos 
finds expression inthe br ken fami- 
ly circles with their empty chairs 
around the hearthstones. 

“Breaking up housekeeping” has 
made so much of the minor music 
of the world. It is the ending of 
the home life which has brought 
forth most of the tears. And now 
Jesus brings this message to the 
world. Death does not put an end 
to the home. The home idea is im- 
mortal. It is not only the alpha, but 
the omega of human life. So, as we 
turn our faces toward that unknown 
experience beyond the grave and try 
to imagine some kind of a heaven, 
we are told that it is not to be some 
strange, unnatural ghost-like exist- 
ence, but that it is to be home-like.

PRESENT REVOLUTION 
IS NO SHAM AFFAIR 


Ebert Regime Merely 
Camouflage Rule of Old 
Militarists — Revolution 
Far From Being Wholly 
Bolshevistic. 


By Frank H. Simonds. 
Washington, D. C., April 3.—Any 


exammination of the present Ger-| 


man revolution necessarily involves 
the discussion, first of the German 
upheavel itself and second of its 
bearing upon the rest of the world. 
It is equally essential to perceive 
what the revolution actually is and 
what its effect economically, politi- 
cally, and militarily will be upon 
the immediate neighbors of Germany 
and upon the whole world. 

But despite the great flood of 
despatches which have come out of 
Germany since the stroke of Kapp, 
it is not easy to arrive at any 
clear notien not mei@'y of the pro- 
gress but of the meaning of events. 
The reason lies in the fact that the 
world is under the shadow oft he 
very real and active apprehensions, 
hte twin bugbears of Prussianism 
and of belshevism.Whether Germany 
goes violently radical or vehemently 
reactionary, the danger to the rest 
of the world will remain consider- 
able, and since bolshevism is the 
thunder cloud of the present hour, 
the world is watching the German 
affair with very keen dread that 
what has occured in Russia may 
happen in Germany. 

Closing Days of War. 


In the discussion of the German 
situation it is necessary to go back 
to the closing days of the war. In 
October, 1918, there were mutter- 
ings which daily. grew more un- 
mistakable. Ludendorff informed 
the government that military vic- 
tory was impossible and that mili- 


‘tary conquest was within the realm 


of immediate probability. He called 
upon the civil government to open 
negotiations with the enemy and he 
sought to accelerate the peace of 
these negotiations by sending a 
trusted dieutenant to inform the 
politicians of the gravity of the 
crisis. 

But the politicians were at first 


. paralyzed by the disclosure of the 


true military’ situation. While 
they temporized Bulgaria and Turkey 
surrendered, Austria crumbled and 
the Foch campaign grew hourly 
miwre threatening. At last a change 
in government was achieved, Prince 
Max of Baden undertook to direct 
affairs, and his first step was to 
propose an armistice, appealing to 
President Wilson and ‘subscribing to 
the fourteen points. So far this 
coinctded with Ludendorff's idea of 
correct policy, and for the moment 
Prince Max and Ludendorff were 
agreed that while making peace 
proposals, the German government 
should retain the determination to 
continue the struggle if.-unfavorable 
terms were proposed, 

Unfavorable terms were proposed, 
they included an unmistakable hint 
that the president would not con- 
sider negotiations with the “Old 


» Gang” and they more than hinted at 


a complete disarmament of Germany 
as one of the pre-requisites of any 
armistice. At this point Luden- 
dorff broke with Prince Max. He 
proposed that the war should be 
fought out and issued an order to 
the army stating that the peace 
proposals of the president were 
unsatisfactory to the army. 

This was in the fourth week of 
October and at the moment when 
the German military @ollapse was 
plainly close at hand. The result 
was that the civil government, 
Prince Max, the Kaiser agreeing, 
turned on Ludendorff and he was 
dismissed. Neither the civil gov- 
ernment nor the country at large 
was willing to run any more risks 
in the matter of fighting and 


Juudendorff’s insolent appeal to the 
army was recognized as sure to be 
seized upon by the Ablies as a 
demonstration of the fact that the 
Germans were not seriously seék- 
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In German Situation 


Best for the Allies 


=e peace and that the old military 


gang were in control. 

The passing of Ludendorff was 
followed by the proclamations by 
the Kaiser of all sorts of liberal re- 
forms, a great show of democratiza- 
tion was made and the president 
was satisfied that the moment had 
arrived to transmit the German 
proposals for an armistice to our 
associates among the nations at war. 
But méantime a totally different 
movement was stirring in Germany, 
a real revolution, a true rising of 
genuinely padical elements was on 
foot and outbreaks all over the 
nation and particularly among the 
sailors, began to suggest that the 
Russian example was to be fol- 
lowed and that the so-called Sparti- 
cist emulators of the bolshevists 
were to gain control. 

New Government Formed. 

In this situation the kaiser fled 
the country, having been more or 
less forcibly prevailed upon to ab- 
dicate and his son and heir fled by 
another route. Royalty, the em- 
peror and all the kings, kinglets 
and minor princes took wing and a 
new government was formed which 
was in name and appearance not 
only democratic but even socialis- 
tic. Upon this government devolved 
the heavy task of making peace 
with a victorious “enemy and at the 
same time restoring order ina + 
turbed nation. Such was the gefe- 
sis of the Ebert regime and of the 
Zauer chancellorship. The move- 
ment which produced it is described 
jin German accounts as the SBour- 
geois revolution. 

But, in reality it was hardly a 
revolution, at all. What has oc- 
curred was that the old regime nad 
voluntarily handed ower the power 
to that portion of the socialist par- 
ty, the majority, which had from 
the beginning of the war supported 
the war and stood loyally behind 
the militarist and junker elements. 
To this militarist and junkKer group 
it became clear that for the mo- 


ment it was necessary to retire, or 
to seem to retire. Moreover the 
mass of the German nation believ- 
ed that this more or less sham rey 
form would take in the allies and 
procure advantageous, peace terms, 
while it was similarly calculated 
that the extremist revolution which 
the minority socialists were pre- 
cipitating could more easily be sup- 
pressed by a socialist than by a 
reactionary government. 

What followed is obscure in de- 
tail but unmistakable in its totality. 
The majority socialists, coming to 
power promptly assigned to the old 
and reactionary elements the task 
of suppressing the real revolution 
and the old military gang did sup- 
press it with a cruelty and violence 
recalling the German procedure in 
invaded regions in the first days of 
the war. Masses of revolutionaries 
were machine-gunned. Leaders like 
Liebknecht and Rosa Luxemburg 
were assassinated by officers, with- 
out a semblanee of trial. Such 
honest and constructive liberals as 
Jurt Eisner were similarly murder- 
ed by those representing the old or- 
der. 

Fatiled in Mission. 

Thus, in a brief time real revolu- 
tion was stamped out in Germany 
and while the power remained nom- 
inally in the hands of Ebert ana 


the majority socialists, actually this 
power was illusory, because {t had 
been acquired by voluntary assign- 
ment by the old order and maintain- 
ed by the guns and pistols of the 
army, still commanded by men of 
the older regime. It remained for 
the social democrats to perform 
their task of deceiving the allies 
and obtaining terms which could not 
be got by the imperial and military 
elements. This duty performed the 
moment would come to throw off 
the mask. And in the nature of 
things, since its military support 
was vested in an army loyal to the 
reactionary elements, the Ebert 
government could not hope to resist, 
even if it had the will and, the cour- 
age, both of which were lacking. 

But the Ebert government was 
unable to perform its mission. The 
allies were not led to modify their 
demands upon Germany by reason of 
the apparent change in German 
control, they were unwilling to give, 
even to a Germany, which called 
itself democratic, terms which would 
have conformed to German ‘calcula- 
tions. 

Instead the treaty of Versailles 
imposed upon Germany a sentence 
more severe than any German had 
foreseen. Thus the manoeuvre of 
November, 1918, the abdication of 
the kaiser, the transfer of power to 
the social democrats, however suc- 
geessful it had been in the field of 
domestic politics had failed abso- 
lutely in the foreign field. 

Moreover, day by day and week 
by week, the Ebert government de- 
clined in popular esteem, it became 
more and more unpopular, indeed 
more and more contemptible, since 
so far from obtaining concessions 
from the allies it was met with ev- 
er increasing demands which cul- 
minatedl in the summon to surrender 
the war criminals. Nothing more 
could then be hoped from the Allies, 
whetherijthe government should be 
liberal or reactionary, the popular 
disgust at the Ebert regime was 
mounting dangerdusly and_ there 
was real danger lest the real revo- 
lutionists, the men and the parties 
whfth had revolted in November, 
1918, and been repressed after great 
and bloody disorders, might start a 
new insurrection. 


Kapp’s Coup d@Etat. 


In this situation Kapp. himself 
a nobody, but plainly acting in the 


name of the old military and reac- 
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_coup 
d’ etat. Forthwith the Ebert gov- 
ernment fled to Leipzig, the army 
passed from the hands of Noske to 
those officers of the old order. The 
Baltic soldiers occupied Berlin. For 
the moment the counter revolution 
was swiftly and completely suc- 
cessful. But at this stage a new 
and unforeseen element intervened. 
The Ebert government invoked the 
weapon of the general strike and 
the country, .the laboring masses 
responded to a man; suddenly the 
whole economic life of the country 
was paralyzed. 

Now exaetly what moved the Eb- 
ert government to use this weapon 
remains unexplained. The actual 
manoeuvre recalled exactly’ the 
course of Kerensky, who having 
agreed to support Korniloff in a 
similar venture in Russia, in 1917, 
suddenly repudiated his agreement, 
threw himself into the arms of the 
extreme radicals, of Lenine and 
Trotzky and thus insured the col- 
lapse of the Korniloff, the swiftly 
following fall of Kerensky and the 
ultimate triumph of the bolshevists, 
led by. Lenine and Trotzky, who 
forthwith inaugurated a reel rev- 
olution in Russia, the progress of 
which has rfot yet been interrupt- 
ed 


tionary elements executed his 


Whatever was the motive of the 
Ebert government, its tactics were 
immediately successful. In a very 
few days it became clear that the 
reactionary revolution was doomed 
because the laboring classes wers 
not only’ hostile td it, but so well 
organized that by the use of a gen- 
eral strike they could force an im- 
mediate capitulation. This capitu- 
lation came within the briefest time, 
Kapp and his associates retired, 
the ‘military elements which had 
been brought to Berlin retired. The 
road was open for the return of the 
Ebert government. 

But the situation now took a new 
turn. Ebert had turned to the real 
radicals, to the tndependent social- 
ists for aid to defeat the counter 
revolution and it had been sup- 
plied, as Lenine, gave aid to Keren- 
sky against Korniloff, but the inde- 
pendent socialists were in no mood 
to accept Ebert on the old terms. 
To them Ebert was a traitor, who 
had consented to the murder of 
Liebknecht and Rosa Luxemburg, to 
the merciless repression of the orig- 
inal revolution. He was the crea- 
ture and agent of the reactionaries 
and this fact had been clearly de- 
monstrated by the course of the 
Ebert government in the first mo- 
ments of the Kapp uprising as by 
the ease with which the Noske mil- 
itary organization had been dispos- 
ed of by the old militarists. 

The general strike ha dbeen in- 
voked against the Kapp group, but 
it remained available for use 
against the Ebert group. Kapp had 
quit promptly, but the indepen@ent 
socialists, the mass of the labor- 
ing classes, seemed now determined 
to continue the struggle untJl all 
chance of a.repetition of the recent 
uprising was rendered impossible. 
What the independent socialists now 
sought was to use the power that 
had come to their hands to force 
the creation of a cabinet which 
should be beyond the control of the 
old gang and to bring about a dis- 
persal of the Noske military forces, 
which in the recent emergency had 
shown themselves the ready tools 
of the old Prussian military clique. 


Real Revolution. 


Now this was nothing more nor 
less than an effort to continue the 
fight, begun in November, 1918, to 
produce a real revolution, a gen- 
uine change af conditions, to take 
the military and the civil power 
from the hands of the representa- 
tives of the past imperial regime, 
which had been, in fact, exercising 
it through the medium of the Ebert 
government, itself the product of a 
sham revolution permitted and en- 
gineered by Prince Max of Baden 
and by the more adroit.members of 
the former ruling class,. who believ- 
ed it wise, for the moment, to seem 
to bow to the storm. : 

As for the Ebert governmeé 
turning to Berlin, i‘  .3as 
against the Kapp conspirators; q 
actually did little ar nothing, co 
do little or nothing because the con- 
trol of its military forces still re- 
mained with those who were in 
sympathy with Kapp, were, in 
truth, fellow conspirators. The re- 
sult of this policy, or lack of policy 
was the rapid increase in the viol- 
ence of the protests among the real 
revolutionaries, the outbreak of dis- 
orders all over the country and the 
clash of arms between the soldiers 
of the Ebert government, led by 
the fellow conspirators of Kapp and 
the radical elements, which had tak- 
en up arms to insure a real change. 

This is the s#tuation which pre- 
vails, when. these lines are written, 
with the single additional develop- 
ment that the extent of radical ac- 
tivity has brought about the col- 
lapse of the Bauer government, and 
the calling of Mueller to head a 
new government. So far the radi- 
cals have suggeeded, but there is 
lacking still any evidence that 
Mueller can satisfy the radicals or 
that this shift will suffice to stop 
the disorders. Meantime, while the 
Ebert government is making cer- 
tain concessions, or is in retreat, 
to put it moreeaccurately, so far as 
the eabinet is concerned, it is still 
employing representatives of the 
Prussian order to crush the revolu- 
tion in the west. 

Now it is essential for Americans 
to bear in mind that most news 
which comes from ‘Yermany is sheer 
propaganda. The effort to identify 
the present revolutionaries with 
the bolshevists is obviously the sin- 
gle course left to jhe Prussian and 
junker elements, for whom the 
triumph of .the_ real revolution 
would mean permanent exile and 
supreme disaster. The Kapp bid for 
power has failed, Ludendorff and 
his associates cannot now hope to 
return to control, so far the recent 
effort has ended in absymal fail- 
ure, but it remains to limit the ex- 
tent of the disaster and keep the 
future open. This can only be 
done, if the present revolution is 
crushed and the most hopeful man- 
ner of crushing the revolution must 
lie through persuading the allied 
world that the revolution is a new 
manifestation of bolshevism. 


Not Wholly Bolshevistic. 


But it is by no means true that 
the present revolution js wholly 
bolshevistic. Naturally it confains 
all of the extremists, but by con- 
trast, and this is the vital circum- 
stance, all of ene old order, all of 
the Prussian hferarchy are enlisted 
now in support of the Ebert govern- 
ment as the sole alternative to a 
real revolution which shall sweep 
them out of power, if not forever, 
for a time which seems to them an 
eternity. One hy one the con- 
spicuous figures of the Ludendorff 
era, men like General Hoffman, 
whose sword literally drew the Rus- 
sian frontiers in the Brest~Litovsk 
time, are appearing at the head of 
the soldiers fighting to repress the 
new revolution. 

The notion that the Ebert govern- 
ment represents the moderate ele- 
ments, that it was the outcome of 
a genuine, if restricted reform 
movement is eroneous. It was and it 
remains the creature of the old or- 
der which endeavored to escape a 
real revolution that would have 
crippled and perhaps destroyed it, 
by setting up a sham democratic 
government which it could always 
control. Having set up the Zov- 
ernment, moreover, it used it as the 
cover for a pDlicy of assassination 
and of terror, directed against those 
who had opposed the military group 
during the war, quite as much as 
against those who were seexing to 
produce a real revolution in No- 
vember and in March following tne 
armistice. 

In the present situation several 
developments must be regarded as 
possible. The Ebert government 
itself may fall. it may prove too 
shaken to resist the pressure which 
is now coming from the left, from 
the radicals who quite justly regard 
it as a sham, as the creature of the 
Ludendorff and junker group, If it 
does fall a new government may ar- 
rive which will be honestly demo- 
cratic, truly radical and as a conse- 
quence dedicated in advance to the 
elimination, to the rooting out of 
the servants of the past in the artny 
and in the whole civil service of 
the country, which has as yet un- 
dergone as little purification as the 
army.

It can 
no longer serye reactionary in- 
terests, because its real character 
has been exposed and as a conse- 
quence of the ultimate exposure the 
radicals are highly unlikely to tol- 
erate it for any length of time. 
Junker Resurgence Possible. 


The third possibility is plainly 
the success of the reactionaries, 
who, still controlling the army, may 
be able*to suppress the radical and 
socialistic uprisings, and having 
achieved this, can throw off the 
mask and openly take power again, 
calling one of their own to office, 
perhaps procuring the election of 
Hindenburg as president, which was 


the scheme prior to the recent coun- 
ter revolugion. But 


this outcome! 


would only be possible if the mili-| 


tarists were successful in persuad-. 


ing the allied nations that the 
alternative was German lapse to 
bolshevism. For it is inconceivable 
that the western nations, save only 
because they frankly feared bol- 
shevism more than  Prussianism, 


would consent to see Ludendorff and |

democracy, for this is the fact in all 
history in the past. Henceforth. in 
some fashion, we must expect to see 
two elements arrayed against each 
other in Germany, real radicalism 
and true reaction; the period of 
sham compromise and temporary ex- 
pedfents came to an end with the 
Kapp revolution, which diclosed the 
truth beyond later concealment. 
Now given this situation, what 
must be allied policy? Shall we 
succumb to our fear of bolshevism, 
on the whole exaggerated so far as 
Germany is concerned, and consent 
to assist in the return of the Luden- 
whose sentiments and 
purposes towards us, toward wor'd 
peace can never be mistaken. Shal]! 
we risk all the dangers inciden;: 
to @ real radical revolution in Ger- 
many, with a prolongation of tne 
period of economic chaos and the 
postponement, not impossibly for- 
ever, of the hope of obtaining in- 
demnities and reparations and give 
our more or less active approval to 
the elements which are, whatever 
else is to be said, the honest foes 
of that Prussian militarism we un- 
dertook to destroy and the sole bar- 
riersin the pathway of its ultimate 
return to control Yn Germany, 


Must Not Ald Reactionaries. 


If we give our assistance to the 
reactionaries, we shall lose forever 
the possibility of later friendly re- 
lation with a democratic Germany. 
Even if the real revolutionary ele- 
ments actually gain control in the 
end, they will have every cause for 
hating us, for distrusting us and all 
our professions. Moreover’ they 
will at once and inevitably be driv- 
en to seek assistance and alliance in 
Russia, where they will find in- 
stant Support from Trotzky and 
Lenine. Ineluctably, too, this pro- 
cess will mean intensifying the 
radicalism of the Germans. driving 
them more and more toward an ad- 
hesion to Russian doctrines, which 
are not yet accepted in any dan- 
gerous degree by any impressive 
number of the German independ- 

And in doing this we shall make | 
no friends in Germany, for the hos- | 
tility of the junker elements rests 
on solid foundations which will not 
be disturbed by any temporary al- 
liance of convenience with the west- 
ern powers. Having by four years 
of war and incredible sacrifice push- 
ed the militaristic “Humpty-Dump- 
ty” off the wall, we may conceivably 
by our financial and even by our 
military support put him back, but 
he will still be our enemy, because 
his political faith, his whole con- 
ception of political affairs rests up- 
on principles destructive not only 
of our safety but of our existence. 

But if we either actively or pas- 
Sively assisg in the success of the 
radical movement, it is almost inev- 
itable that we shall consent to per- 
mitting a period of civil war in Ger- 
many, a rapid ezxgansion of the 
economic disorders, in fact we shall 
be accessories to the reduction of 
the German economic machine to 
such a condition that, so far from 
any chance of obtaining reparation 
from Germany, we shall be ecallea 
upon to save Germany from com- 
plete and terrible chaos, from an- 
archy growing out of starvation. 

In this situation any real allied 
policy seems impossible. We have

been for more than a year torn be- | 
tween our fears of a Junker renais- | 


sance and a bolshevist explosion in 
Germany. We have boxed the com- 
pass in our endeavor to escape first 
from one nightmare and then from 
the other. One minute we have

decided to act sternly and demand 
the surrender of all conscious Ger- 
man soldiers and statesmen of the 
war period. The next

ment when the war  »broke—the 
economic position, be it understood. 
But we have abandoned first one 
proposel and then the other with 
great promptitude. 

Can Do Nothing. 

Toward 7ermany and -toward 
Russia; we have foilowed the same 
course—the identical incoherence, 
ineptitude, incapac:ty have charac- 
terized our course. with respect to 
both great peoples and, whether as 
a consequence or inevitably and 
without regard to outside influ- 
ences, both great peoples have 
moved steadily to greater anarchy 
and economic paralysis. And today 
the situation has arrived where it is 
no longer clear that any interven- 
tion, however wisely conceived, can 
affect Russia or Germany, save in 
a manner bound to be injurious to 
us and perhaps fatal to the condi- 
tions we should jike to see in both 


In any event it is essential that 
Americans should now pefceive the 
truth, as contrasted with the prop- 
aganda-prepared fiction about the 
German situation. The first revolu- 
tion was a sham. The men who 
figured as its ‘leaders were soon 


as the 
willing or the helpless tools of the 
Russign oligarchy which had pro- | 
cured the war and had been respon- 
sible not only for the conflict it- 
self, but for the very circumstances 
in it, which mad® it unlike all pre- 
vious conflicts -in the period of 
modern history. 
This Ebert 


government which 
emerged from the revolution held 
power only on the conditions im- 
posed by the militiarists and when, 
less than a month ago, the Prus-. 
sians determined to take back the 
power which they had momentarily 
delegated, the Ebert crowd at first 
offered no real opposition and only. 
at the last moment, in some access 
of madness, made appeal to the rea! 
radicals, the true revolutionaries, | 
as Kerensky after encouraging 
Korniloff with assurances. of sup- 
port, turned to Trotzky and Lenine. 

The outcome has been a real rev- 
olution, an uprising of the elements 
honestly opposed to the Prussian 
oligarchy. But having unchained 
the flood the Ebert government has 
promptly sought to d@m_ it again 
and has returned swiftly to heel, 
assigning to notorious Prussian sol- 
diers the congenial task of using 
their steel upon their fellow coun- 
trymen of liberal and democratéec 
faiths. But in this situation these 
liberal, democratic and for that 
matter, radical elements have re- 
fused to be deceived, they have 
declined to lay down their arms 
until they have eliminated the Eb- 
ert government, or at least render- 
ed it harmless and secured the 
transfer of real power to a cabinet 
made up of men of their own faith, 
men like themselves opposed to 
Prussian militarism and _ all its 
works. 


Prussian Propaganda. 


Success or failure of what must, 
in any case be regarded as the first 
genuine German revolution, may 
depend upon the attitude of al- 
lied copntries. It may depend up- 
on the extent. of the success of the 
Prussian element in propagating 
the notion that the German revo- 
lution is but a new manifestation 
of bolshevism. Fear of bolshevism. 
dread of th@ consequences of new 


revolution, eagerness to escape from 
present economic paralysis, may re- 
sult in allied support of order in 
Germany, as expressed in terms of 
Prussian agents. But at the least 
the perils of such a course must be 
appreciated. No explanation of our 
abysmal failure in Russia is more 
satisfying than that which ascribes 
it to our successful propagation in 
Russia of the idea that we were 


seeking to restore Tsarism. Al- 
lied sympathy with Korniloff, allied 
support for Kolchak, Yudenitch and 
Denikine did do just this. It is true 
that this was the furthest from all 
western purpose. But none the less 
the men whom Russia accepted as 
Our representatives were just the 
men whom Russia identified as the 
champions of the old and hated re- 
gime. The consequence -of this 
Russian reading of the allied policy 
cannot now be mistaken, and the 
German situation Glearly offers ex- 
actly the same chance for misinter- 
pretation. 

It is' conceivable that a real Ger- 
man revolution might be the first 
step in the restoration of under- 
Standing between the German and 
allied nations. At the least it is 
hard to see how any other event 
can open the way for a mutual un- 
derstanding which does not exist 
today and does not today seem 
possible. But it is unmistakable 
that if the makers of a real de- 
mocratic revolution in Germany 
find reason to believe that the west- 
ern nations, who went to war “to 
make the world safe for democra- 
cy” in fact, gave their.aid to the 
old Prussian gang in Germany at 
the moment when it was actually 
threatened at home by a real demo- 
cratic uprising, then the gulf be- 
tween the German and the rest of 
the world will be widened and deep- 
ened immeasurably. 

Had the cdunter-revolution been 
successful, allied action would 
have been obvious. Had the failure 
been complete and the elimination 
of the old gang immediate, the 
pathway would again have been 
clear. But neither the one thing 
nor the other has happened. Prus- 
sianism has merely gone under- 
ground again, its real opponents 
are by no means in control. The 
result is .confusion confounded by 
the world-wide apprehension of 
bolshevism, once more the most 
valuable of all the weapons left 
in the German arsenal.

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The first solid carload shipments 
from the big new factory of the 
Lanham Cotton Cultivator Company 
left the plant Saturday, each 6f the 
two cars containing 55 of the im- 
proved 1920 mode) cotton chopper- 
cultivators built by this company. 

One of the cars was sold to the 
Carolina Wholesale Hardware Com- 
pany, of Columbia, 8S. C., after a 
fleld demonstration of the machine 
at the automotive exhibition there. 
Thirty of these were resold to far- 
mers within a day after the hard- 
ware company took the agency. 


The other car was sold to J. E.

The 
carload shipment will be used in 
cultivating a part of Maricopa 
county's 150,000 acres of long sta- 
ple cotton, which brought $1.10 a 
pond a short time ago.

The Three Parts of a Dollar 


—_——_ 


“I consider that every dollar I 
take in is divided into three séc- 
tions,” remarked a dealer in an 
eastern city. 

“The largest portion goes to pay 
for all merchandise that I buy. 
On the average this amounts to 
about 70 cents of every dollar. 

“Since my cost of doing business 
is about 21 per cent of my sales, 
21 cents out of each dollar I re- 
ceive goes to pay expenses, such 
as my own salary and that of my 
clerks, rent, light, taxes, insurance, 


etc, 

“The third section, which in my 
case is practically 9 cents, repre- 
sents My average net profit on each 
dollar’s worth of goods that I sell. 

“In other words, only 9 cents out 
of every dollar is really mine.” 

That 9 cents net profit can not 
be increased except by cutting down 
the 21 cents operating expense, bé- 
cause the 70 cents or whatever 
amount the first cost of the mer- 
chandise you buy may be, cannot 
be changed. 


Determining the Amount of Your 
Share. 

Of the’three parts into which 
every dollar that comes over your 
counter is divided, the first two— 
the cost of the goods, and the cost 
of doing business—are more or less 
arbitrarily fixed. It is evident, 
therefore, that any losses sustained 
must be paid for out of the 9 cents 
or whatever part of the dollar be- 
longs to you. . 

Before any dealer can determine 
exactly how much profit belongs 
to him from the sale of the goods 
he handles, he must first know his 
exact cost of doing business and 
then must determine whether or not 
his profit is still further reduced 
by existing leeks and losses which 
are not apparent on the surface of

Many dealers deceive themselves 


ness, 
little leaks and losses that are con- 
stantly sapping their profits. But 
remember: All leaks as well as all 
expenses in your business must be 
paid for at face value, whether you 
see them or not. They all come out 
of the gross profits just the same. 

The following instance shows 
how easily and how quickly leaks 
and losses can cause your profits 
to shrink. Suppose that on the 


average 70 cents out of every dol- | 


lar you take in goes to pay the cost 
of your merchandise and you esti- 
mate that it costs you 21 per cent 
to do business. This would leave 
you 9 per cent profit which would 
average 9 cents on every dollar 
taken in. Now suppose as an ex- 
ample you do $30,000 worth of busi- 
ness a year. Your net profit then 
would be $2,700 provided your cost 
of doing business was figured cor- 
rectly. If it cost you 23 per cent 
instead of 21 per cent to do busi- 
ness, then your profit on $390,000 
worth of business would be reduced 
from $2,700 to $2,100. Difference 
between expected and actual profit 
$600. Your $30,000 business would, 
in the course of a year, suffer an 
additional loss of $600. Thus, 
while your supposed net profit on 
a $30,000 vearly business was $2,- 
700 or 9 per cent, the actual net 
profit was in reality only 5 per 
cent.

SENATE 1S GIVEN 
HAPBORD REPORT 
ON U.S. MANDATE 


Reasons for and Against 
American Administra- 
tion of Armenian and 
Turkish Affairs Listed. 


Washington, April  3.—President 
Wilson transmitted to the senate to- 
day the report of the Amrican com- 
mission, headed by Major Genera! 
Harbord, which investigated con- 
dtions in Armenia. The report had 
twice been asked for by the senate. 
first last November and then under 
a resoluticn adopted several weeks 
ago. 

The commission made no recom- 
mendations as to the United States 
assuming a mandate over Turkey 
and Armenia, but its report con- 
tained extensive arguments for and 
against such action. 

No mandate should be taken, the 
commission said, without forma! 
agreement with France and Great 
Britain, « ‘-o “definite approval” 
of Germany and Russia. The inhab- 
itants, the mission stated, desire 
America to take the mandate first. 
with Great Britain their second 
choice. 

Arguments in Favor. 

The princiral arguments advanc- 
ed in favor of the United States ac- 
cepting a mandate were that the in- 
fluence of the United States would 
tend to avert wars; that the tnhabi- 
tants warted American protection 
and that this would give the United 
States an opportunity to do a great 
humanitarian work. 

Reasons acivanced against a man- 
date were that “it would weaken 
our position relative to the Mon- 
roe doctrine” that ‘humanitarianism 
begins at home.” and that the.first 
year’s cost would be $275,000,000, in- 
cluding $88,500,000 for the army and 
navy. 

“Better millions for a mandate 
than billions for war,” said the 
recommendations favoring a man- 
date. 

Pledges Urged. 

“If America accepts a mandate for 
the region visited by thi. mission,’ 
said General Harbord, “it will un- 
doubtedly do so from a strong sense 
of international duty and at te 
unanimore desire io expressed at 
least, of its colleagues in the league 
of nations. 

“Accepting this difficult task 
without previously securing the as- 
surance of conditio# would be fatal 
to success. The United S:utes should 
make its own conditions. certainly

The necessity of re- 
pressing the trouble in the Ruhr 
district does not justify the German 
initiative.

Thought Him Big But 
Egotistical, According to 
Letters of Ex-President 
Just Made Public. 


New York, April 3.—Colonel 
Roosevelt is shown in the role of a 
diplomatic letter writer to Euro- 
pean royalties, bending even former 
Emperor William of Germany to his 
will, in freshly disclosed corre- 
spondence edited by Joseph Bucklin 
Bishop, the late president’s biog- 
rapher, which will appear in the 
April issue of Scribner’s magazine. 

The correspondence includes let- 
ter$ to and replies from King Ed- 
ward, Emperor Nicholas of Russia, 
the Emperor of Japan, Albert, King 
of the Belgians and Queen Eliza- 
beth of Rumania, in addition to the 
lengthy epistles that passed between 
the colonel and the head of the 
Hohenzollerns. Writing on August 
14, 1906, to Henry White, who was 
then American ambassador at Rome, 
Colonel Roosevelt said: 

His Intense Egotism. 

‘My course with him (Emperor 
William) during the last five years 
has been uniform. I admire him, 
respect him and like him. I think 
him a big man, and on the whole a 
good man; but I think his inter- 
national and indeed his personal 
attitude one of intense egoism. I 
have always been most polite with 
him, have done my best to avoid 
our taking any attitude which could 
possibly give him legitimate of- 
fense, and have endeavored to show 
him that I was sincerely friendly to 
him and to Germany. Moreover, 
where I have forced him to give 
way I have been sedulously anxious 
to build a bridge of gold for him, and 
to give him the satisfaction of feel- 
ing that his dignity and reputation 
in the face of the world were safe. 

“In other words, where I have had 
to take part of the Kernel from him, 
I have been anxious that he should 
have all the shell possible, and have 
that shell painted any way he wish- 
ed. At the same time I have had to 
speak with express emphasis to him 
on more than one occasion; and on 
one occasion (that of Venezuela) 
have had to make a display, of force 
and to convince him definitely that 
I would use the force if necessary.”

The na- 
tionalist party has called a meet- 
ing of its leaders and the chamber 
of deputy held a meeting tonicht, 
discussing the tragedy. After the 
last elections in Uruguay the na- 
tionalists accused the “Batillistes,” 
the party headed by the former 
president, of frauds. This organiza- 
tion is a section of the coloradist 
party which {s at present in political 
control here, and Beltran’s news- 
paper. in an editorial discussing the 
elections, called Batille the “cham- 
pion of fraud.” It was this utter- 


The oponents met ona footbal) | 
field in the midst of a pouring rain- 
storm. Senator Lionel Aguirre and 
Deputy Francisco Larreta appear- 
ed as Beltran’g seconds, while De- 
puties Ovidio Fernandez Reis and 
Francisco Ghighliani acted in a sim- 
ilar capacity for Batille.

There is a law against duelling 
in Uruguay, but it is understood 
that one of the conditions agreed 
to by Batille was that neither would 
prosecute the other in case of in- 
jury. Duels are frequent in this 
country. 

Batille, who was twice president 
of Uruguay and now is a member 
of the national administrative coun- 
cil, voluntarily gave himself up to 
the police, following an order by the 
state prosecutor for his arrest as 
well as that of the doctors, seconds 
and other persons connected with 
the duel. He is being held incom:

DEATH SENTENCE 
-. GIVEN TO STROUD 
| ON THIRD TRIAL 


Leavenworth, Kan., April 3.— 
Robert F. Stroud, of Juneau, Alas- 
a, will be the first man legally 
hanged in Kansas in almost fifty 
years unless President Wilson saves 
him by exercise of executive clem- 
ency. 

The last legal hanging in this 
state took place in 1870 and the 
death penalty owas abolished. in 
Kansas in 1907, but Stroud was tried 
and convicted in federal courts for 
a murder céOmmitted in the federal 
penitentiary here and sentenced un- 
der federal law to be hanged. 

Another unusual feature of the 
case is the fact that he would 
have escaped with life imprison- 
ment if he had not insisted upon a 
third trial which resulted in a 
death sentence. If it is carried out 
hé will be the first man to be ex- 
ecuted in Leavenworth prison.

British Bayonets Hedge 
Ireland to Halt Easter 
Uprising of Sinn Feiners 


BiG CITES WIL 


Precautions Exceed Any- 
thing of the Kind Since 
1915— Military Cordon 
Encircles Dublin—Street 
Cars Stop. 


NUMEROUS ARRESTS 


All Roads About Belfast 
Patrolled—Passengers 
on Boat From Scotland 
Searched Upon Landing. 


Dublin, April 3—(By the Associ- 
ated Press.)\—The military precau- 
tions in Dublin exceed anything of 
the kind seen since aster 1915. 
Particular attention is™ being paid 
by the military cordon around the 
city to loads .of hay, which are 
probed with bayonets, while even 
the suburban street cars are stop- 
ped and the passengers searched for 
arms, 

At Finglas, on the north side of 
the city, the military have taken 
possession of some unoccupied 
houses and appear to contemplate 
a stay for a few days. St. Ednas 
college, at Rathfarnham, formerly 
conducted by Patrick Pearse, who 
was executed during the rebellion 
of 1916, is also occupied by sol- 
diers., 

Armored Car en Duty. 

They have erected a _ barricade 
with barbed wires, on the roads 
outside of Cullenwood house, in 
Rancelach, where Pearse’s mother 
lives, and the children’s school kept 
by Miss Duffy, sister of George 
Gavan Duffy, who was identified 
with the defense of Sir Roger Case- 
ment, an dSinn Fein representative 
at Paris. The ‘residence of Miss 
Humphrey, sister of “the O’Reilly” 
who was killed in the street fight- 
ing at the time of the rebellion, 
was searched; and Mrs. Humphrey’s 
son-in-law, a stuflent, was arrested. 

An armored car is stationed at 
the entrance to Kingstown pier to 
reinforce the military, guard there. 
Soldiers unlodded fresh supplies of 
ammunition at North Wall and con- 
veyed it in motor cars, protected 
by armored cars, through the city. 

Cork Situation Tense. 

Dispatches from various parts of 
the country indicate a similar state 
of affairs at Derry, Tipperary, New- 
ry, Limerick and other places. 

The Freeman's journal publishes 
a significant article headed “Peace- 
ful Eastertide,” in which it says:

The 
troops expect to maintain this 
Suard against arms for three or 
four days. 


ROADS PATROLLED 
ABOUT BELFAST. 

Belfast, Ireland, April 3.—If an 
Easter rising occurs—and in Ireland 
it is not expected—it will not be 
from lack of precautions on the part 
of the authorities. The visit to 
Lord Pirrie of Field Marshal Sir 
William Robertson, who has been 
mentioned as the possible successor 
to General Sir Frederick Shaw as 
commander of the troops in Ireland, 
will last until next Tuesday, 

Yesterday all automobiles passing 
through the Hollywood military post 
near Belfast were held up and the 
good faith of the drivers tested. 

The mayor Qf Londonderry today 
was refused permission to visit Sinn 
Fein prisoners in the city jail, as 
he had not taken the oath as a 
magistrate. Passengers who ar- 
rived on a Scotch Boat at London- 
derry were searched by the police.

CROPPING SYSTEM 
TO UNDERGO CHANGE 


Violets Made to Bloom in 

Cold and Other Plants 
Controlled by Newest 
Method.

Washington, April 3.—Govern- 
ment agricultural experts have dis- 
covered that plant life seems to de- 
pend on light rather than tempera- 
ture for nourishment, and may be 
controlled by regulating the hours 
of light and darkness. 


The principle is revolutionary; 
but it rests on actual experiments 
in which it was demonstrated that 
plants subjected to alternate pe- 


fully determined proportions could 
be brought to maturity at any time 
of year. 


“Greenhouse experiments,” says 
an announcement by the depart- 
ment of agriculture, “prove that the 
flowering and fruiting period of 
practically any plant can be- made 


by darkening the greenhouse in the | 
morning and evening if the day is 
too long, or by lengthening the day | 
by artificial light if the day is too | 
short. 

Depends on Daylight. 


“Spring flowers and spring crops 
happen to be spring flowers and 
spring crops because the days at 
the season of their flowering and 
fruiting have the proper nu » Bre 
hours of daylight. 


The discovgry may be of the high- 
est importance in the future plan- 
ning of cropping systems for dif- 
ferent regions, Eventually it may 
be found, according“to W. W. Gar- 
ner and H, A. Allard, scientists in = 
the bureau of plant industry, who | 
conducted exhaustive experiments, | 
that the animal organism also is 
capable of responding to the stim- | 
ulus of certain day lengths. They 
believe that the migration of birds 
may be an illustration on the 
ground that direct response to 
such stimulus would be more in line 
with modern biological teachings 
than theories. which assume that 
birds go south as a matter of in- 
stinct. . 


Experiments were conducted with 
a large variety of plants. It was 
shown conclusively that too little 
“sleep” or, in other words, too 
many hours of daylight would pre- 
vent many plants from reaching 
the flowering and fruiting stage. 


Makes Viclets Bloom- 
It was found that plants would 


a favorable length of day, al- 
though too much daylight for flow- 
ering and fruiting might stimulate 
profuse vegetative growth <A 
length of day favorable both to re- 
production and growth results in 
the “ever-bearing” type of fryits.

Temperature appeared to exert 
no influence in the tests.

in the dark for a part of the day 
underwent in midxsummer the 
changes that in nature came in 
the fall, and that heretofore have 
been attributed to lower tempera- 
tures. This was true even when the 
dark houses registered a higher 
temperature than the outside at-' 
mosphere. 

Iris kept in artificial light for 18 
hours a day bloomed in two months, 
while others in the same tempera- 
ture, but without artificia] exten- 
sion of the day, required months 
longer. 

“The length of the day,” the de- 
partment’s announcement said, “‘is 
proved to be the most potent fac- 
tor in determining the relative pro- 
portions between the vegetative and 
fruiting parts of many crop plants. 
Indeed, fruiting may be _ complete- 
ly suppressed by a day too long or 
too short. This new principle un- 
doubtedly explains the erratic he- 
havior which has been observed 
with many crops when. they are 
shifted to different latitudes.” 

The new principle was said to ex- 
plain why many plants grow most 


luxuriantly near the northern limit 
of their range, where the long day 
pérmits maximum vegetative growth 
before the short day intervenes to 
start reproduction.

While the flood at Chattanooga had 
reached a stage of forty feet early 
tonight, Weather Observer Pindell 
declared that he did not expect 
the crest to go beyond 42 feet. Re- 
lief forces have been busy all day 
aiding those in the lowlands to 
move out and many famimMes are 
now domiciled at various public 
buildings. Many more manufactur- 
ing plants were forced to close 
down today and others will be af- 
fected by the additional three feet 
of water predicted. The railroads 
entering the elty are gradually 
overcoming the obstacles caused by 
flood waters and normal service is 
being resumed with the exception 
of two lines. 

Hundreds Homeless. - 

Flooded areas In the city pre- 
sented an animated scene today and 
night, hundreds of families rushing 
to save their household goods and 
moving to high ground. The city’s 
“White Wing” squad is doing prac- 
tically all the moving, using trucks 
and other vehicles. School build- 
ings, churches and city auditorium 
are being utilize@ by refugees. 
Army field kitchens sent into the 
city from Fort Oglethorpe have been 
placed at the various buildings. It 
is estimated that over one thou- 
sand families have already been re- 
moved from the danger zone, and 
the work is being continued to- 
night. 

Several of the street car lines 
have been affected by the flood, the 
Signal Mountain system announcing 
tontght that its tracks were flooded 
at several places and that service 
had to be curtailed. 

Streams On Rampage. 

Reports from surreunding coun- 
ties in Tennesse and North Georgia 
report all streams on a rampage. 
with much consequent damage to 
roadways and farms. Some of the

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Socialist party organizatfons in New 
York city, meeting today to plan 
their campaign for regeating of the 
five socialist assemblymen ousted 
from the lower house this week on 
charges of disloyalty, decided to de- 
mand that Governor Smith call spe- 
cial elections to fill the vacancies 
caused: by this action. It was an- 
nounced that if this demand was 
mranted, the quintet would run 
again for office and were confident 
of being re-elected. 

Announcement to this effect was 
made by Louis Waldman, one of the 
unseated members. He said it would 
be contended that the governor 
would be within the law in calling 
special elections, despite the fact 
that the members were ousted the 
morning of April 1 and time for 
calling special elections expired the 
night of March ¢1. He explained 
that minutes of the session at which 
the roll call was taken would be 
dated March 31, and contended that 
the assembly's filibuster did not 
close the proposed avenue of at- 


tack. The ex-assemblymen also will 
demand payment of their salaries 
up to the hour of their expulsion. 


To Ask Session. 


* The conference was held under 
the auspices of the committee of 
eight, directing the fight for re- 
seating. Among various party offi- 
cials who attended were two mem- 
bers of the national executive com- 
mittee. 

If the socialists’ contention re- 
garding the legal date of the ouster 
vote is not sustained, and it is held 
their demand would violate provi- 
sions of the constitution pronipiting 
calling of a special election after 
April 1 unless an extraordinary ses- 
sion of the legislature is assembled, 
party officials will petition Gov.

He himself, almost ag 
soon as he was able to walk he was 
sent out to sell mops and pans at 
the street doors. 

“T had never heard the name of 
Jesus except as _ it fell from the 
lips of a blasphemer,” he says. “I 
was like the little boy on the East 
Side, who, when he wasked if he 
had ever heard of Jesus, said: ‘Oh, 
yes, it's a name to swear by” 

He became the leader of a gang in 
Glasgow, known as the  “Forty- 
nine,” who were constantly at war 
with the police.. This was the lad, 
who one night chanced to go to Tent 
hall, established by Dwight lL 
Moody, and there was converted by 
a sermon preached by William 
Thompson. He hurried home and, 
falling on his knees, told his mother 
that he had found God. Shortly. aft- 
er that, although he was only 17 
years old, he began to preach. 

He got a job in .a Glasgow bridge 
building works, where he swung a 
10-pound hammer for nine hours a 
day and preached to the men at 
their lunch hour. 

“T told them the simple story of 
Jesus,” he says. ‘“That’s all.” 

But such was the force of his 
story that the fame of the young 
preacher in overalls and jumpers 
began to spread throughout Scote- 
land. So many calls came to him 
to preach that he gave up his job 
and began one of the most remark- 
able revivals ever held in Scot- 
land.

Harrison, attorneys for Mrs. Cath- 
erine F. Bradstreet, whose trial has 
been set by Judge John B. Hutehe- 
son, of the Stone Mountain ciréhit, 
for Wednesday, August 11, were 
non-committal on the turn which 
events may take in the trial of their 
client. 

“We have no plans to announce,” 
said Mr. Harrison on Saturday, “in 
regard to the trial of Mrs. Brad- 
street. We are certain that she has 
committed po crime, and our atti-, 
tude toward her’ prosecution, of 
course, will be based on that knowl- 
edge. The trial of Mr. Green and 
the evidence submitted, proves that 
there is no ground for her convic- 
tion.”

~ SEIZED BY SERBIANS 


Count de Salia Imprisoned. 
Reign of Terror Continues 
| in Montenegro. | 


Paris, April 3.—Count de Salis, 
formerly British minister to Monte- 
negro, and laterly on a special mis- 
sion to the Vatican for the British 


government, nag neen arrested and 
imprisoned by the Serbians while 
executing a mission of investigation 
jntc Montenegso for the British 
government. This information is 
contained in a declaration made .o 
King Nicholas of Montenegro, who 
is now in Paris, by the Montenegrin 
foreign minister. 

Count de Salis’ life has been in 
danger for a long time, according 
to this declaration, which prefaces; 
the details of the incident by re- 
calling Earl Curzon’s declaration in 
the British house of lords that the 
Mortenegrins were anxious for a 
union with Serbia. 

Instead of demanding réparations, 
the declaration adds, the British 
foreign office suppressed the re- 
port of the Count de Salis and con- 
tinued to support the Serbian 
claims. The declaration alleges his 
report was to the effect that the 
Serbian army “which  over-ran 
Montenegro after the armistice, ter- 
rorized the population.” 

The reign of terror still continues, 
says the declaration, which,. after 
declaring that wherever Serbian 
troops appear the occupation is tol- 
iowed hy pillage, incendiarism and 
massacres, gives detalls. 

In conclusion the complaint is 
made in tha declaration that Eu- 
rope kncews what is happening to 
Montenegro, but remain indiffer- 
ent, and that President Wilson, “‘the 
great champion of small nations, 
persistently turns a deaf ear.”

He 
was born fifty years ago in the fam- 
ily home at the corner of Peath-' 
tree and Ellis streets, and has since 
continued to make this city’ his 
home. ‘ 

In 1905 Mr. Maddox was honored 
by being elected as president of the 
Atlanta Chamber of Commerce.

Savannah, Ga. April 3.—(Spe- 
cial.)——Judge Beverly D. Evans, of 
the dirtrict court of the United 
States for the southern district of 
Georgia, today refused to grant the 
Petition of the American Bank and 
Trust company, et al, against the 
federal reserve bank of Atlanta to 
remand the case to the superior 
court, and he dismigsed the bill. 

The case was one in which the 
country banks sought to enjoin 
the reserve bank from putting into 
effect its order to clear all federal 
paper through the country banks at 
par, the country banks alleging that 
such a system will take from them 
Dart of their lawful income. Alle- 
gations of conspiracy were made. 

_ The case first came up in the 
Fulton county court and was later 
taken to the federal court when a 
™Motion was made to remand to the 
state court and dismiss. The 
opinion will have far-reaching ef- 
fects. Exception in the case of ap- 
peal it puts an end to a bitter fight 
that the country banks have been 
making on the federal reserve bank 
to prohibit them from putting into 
effect the par clearance rule. 
Comment on Decision. 

Commenting on the motion to re- 
mand, Judge Evans says that a fed-

At the state department it was 
said there were no developments in 
the situation, Secretary Colby an- 
nounced yesterday that the depart- 
ment would take “effective meas- 
ures’ to end the picketing, but just 
what action was contemplated was 
not made clear. It was understood 
that no action would be taken un- 
less the women again appeared at 
the embassy. 

While the District of Columbia 
authorities have notified the de- 
partment that they could not act, 
the federal government itself is 
said to have ample authority to 
act.

CONFERENCE CALLED

Town Councillors Lead 40,-

Copenhagen, April 3.—(By the As- 
sociated Press.)—The king, in con- 
sequence of the visit today of a dep- 
utation of town councillors, accom- 
panied by crowds numbering many 
thousands, has callea the leaders of 
all political parties to a conference 
at the palace tonight. 

A procession of about 40,000 men., 
headed by M. Stauning, president of 
the Copenhagen town council, 
marched through the streets to the 
castle. The councillors, bearing 
the resolution, Were immediately 
admitted to the king’s presence. 
The mounted police attempted to 
prevent the' crowd from entering 
Amalienborg square, but a sudden 
display of red flags frightened the 
horses, and the next moment thou- 
sands surged into the square, which 
is bordered by four royal palaces. 

The “Red Flag” and other songs 
were sung, and many speakers ad- 
dressed those assembled. The peo- 
ple in genera' were good-natured: 
only whena uniformed officer jeered 
at the procession was there some 
protest. 

The king, attended by Premier 
Liebe, received the deputation. 

. Stauning and other members 
of the deputation were § loudly 
cheered when leaving the palace.

In Divorce. Case 


English Judge Decides 
Husbands Have Right to 
Compensatory Damages 
Against Corespondents. 


London, March 27.—Six undefend- 
ed divorce cases against wives came 
up before Justice McCardie, anil he 
granted absolute divorce on proofs 
of misconduct but reserved judg- 
men in the six husbands’ claims 
for damages. It was the first time 
an English judge had been called 
upon to award damages in a divorce 
pre ceedings without a jury. 

After several days consideration 
Justice McCardie announced that 
compensatory, but not punitive, 
damages could be grantcd. The dam- 
ages could only be awarded when 
the evidence was sufficient to allow 
an absolute divorce. If a decree 


risl were refused, then thea claim 
for damages would ihstantly fail. 
And there can be no separate action 
for damages apart from a divorce 
action, as such an action must ap- 
pear in the light of condonation and 
that would defeat a plea for daim- 
args, 

Punitive damages could not be as- 
sessed because it was clearly estab- 
lished that the divorce court was 
not a morality court; but compen- 


— = 


clared that all the men he took to 
Paris were only mere puppets.

“I opposed the seizure of cotton 
because I was in favor of the free- 


dom of the seas,” he declared. He 
forgot that when the Lusitania was 
sunk he had said that the passen- 
gers had no business on board after 
having been warned by Germany. 
That was freedom of the seas with 
‘a vengeance! , 

The speaker closed-with the dec- 


laration, “I love you all. I want the 
confidence of the people, and I want 
to serve you,” 

Then he turned the meeting over 
to Colone] Charters, who put to a 
vote the question of indorsing the 
political record of Mr. Smith. Hard- 
ly one-third present voted aye. Two 
voted nay. Two-thirds remained sta- 
tionary. 

Candidly, the senator appeared 
Nhacked, He appeared on the de- 
fensive—apologetic, He carried none 
of -His old-time assurance. He 
seemed conscious that he had been 
detected. 
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satory damages could be granted on 
the basis of the actual value of the 
wife’s virtue to the husband and the 
extent of the injury to his feelings, 
honor and family life. 

A great deal depended upon the 
character of the husband, said the 
judge. It was clear that a wife's 
virtue was the dearest thing in the 
werld to a spotless, noble-minded 
man; but that it was much less 
precious to.a Man given to loose- 
living and  loose-thinking. The 
character and conduct of a husband 
is as fully an issue in such cases as 
the character and conduct of the 
wife, and proof of his misconduct 
would reduce any claims for value 
in his wife’s virtue to nothing. 

Alihough this establishes a single 
code of moral conduct in such ac- 
tions, ho'ding men to the same strict 
definiticn of decency that they hold 
women to, requiring them to enter 
court with “clean hands,” yet it ap- 
pears in English law a wife cannot 
bring a similar action against a wo- 
man who has lured her h@gband to 
misconduct or has submitted to his 
advances. The wife, it seems, has 
no such right of control or claim 
tv a husband’s, services as is pos- 
sessed by a husband with regard 
to the wife. Nor is she, by law, sup- 
posed to have power of consent; hus- 
band’s damages are based on tres- 
pass. 

The judge declared that in many 
of the states of the United States 
a different view prevailed, in spite 
of the basic English law, and wives 
could bring action against other wo- 
men for alienation of affections or 
diversion of the husband's society 
or impairment of his virtue. For- 
eigners. he said, had always been 
astounded at the peculiarity of the 
law in Anglo-Saxon communities 
which allows claims for damages for 
adultery. 

Tne social positién and wealth of 
tre co-respondent were matters that 
should essentially interest the court 
in these cases, said the judge. It 
was obvious, he continued, that there 
was a great difference in the in- 
juries: to a husband committed by 
a poor man, without social posi- 
tion, who had been trapped by a 
wife’s enticements; and by a rich 
man who deliberately seduces a pre- 
viously virtuous wife by the gift of 
large sums of money, or jewels, or 
costly clothes. 

When the co-respondent was not 
aware the woman was married, it 
was clear" . damages in strict law 
could be given provided the husband 
proves injury. But Justice McCar- 
die said that good sense and sound 
principles were against an award of 
damages in such cases, as it would 
cautilenal confusion. The costs 
could never be assessed against a co- 
respondent having no knowledge of 
the adultress’s wifehood. It would 
be awkward, he said, to award dam- 
ages and yet hold to the court prac- 
tice of not assessing costs when 
there was no knowledge. Costs 
should be dependent on damages. “I 
venture to think,” said the justice, 
“that the practice of a judge should 
be not to award damages against a 
co-respondent who is without 
knowledge.” 

In the final point of the amount 
of the award, Justice McCardie held 
that the financial position of the co- 
respondent should always be consid- 
ered. No amount should be levied 
which he could not possibly pay. 
Judgment was thereupon an- 


nounced in the six cases: In But- 
terworth vs. Butterworth and Engle- 
field, 25 pounds damages and costs 
against co-respondent; in Howell vs. 
Howell and Walker, where “there 
was an element of treachery,” 75 
pounds damages and costs against 
the co-respondent: in Adams _ vs. 
Adams and Ward there was no as- 
sessment against the co-respondent; 
in Ellworthy vs. Ellworthy and Led- 
gard, where there was evidence of 
definite injury to the husband, a 
clerk, 150 pounds and costs. against 
the co-respondent; and in two cases, 
Collins vs. Collins and Harrison and 
Barratt against Barratt and Fox, 
no damages were assessed against 
the co-respondents but they were or- 
dered to pay costs.

OLYMPIC MARATHON 
COURSE IS SELECTED 


Best Individual Event Prom- 
ises Fine Test for. Long 
Distance Runners. 


Antwerp, April 3.—The couse for 
the Olympic Marathon face, the 
principal individual event of the 
Olympic games, has been ‘officially 
selected and promises an. excellent 
test for the long distance runners 
of the world. TRe start of the 
race, provesionally: set fer August 
21 or 23, will be made from the 
Royal Palace at Leaken, just’ out- 
side of Brussels, and the finish will 
be made in the lympic stadium 
at Antwerp. The distance will be 
26.56 miles, including the final lap 
over the stadiym track. 

Leaving Leaken, the rugners will 
follow a little used road from the 
palace for a few kilometers making 
a detour which will bring them 
to the main highway between Burs- 
sels and Antwerp. This road is al- 
most as level as a’ table and leads 
through five or six small! villages 
as well as the larger city -of Ma- 
lines. It was from this city that 
the Germans bombarded Antwerp. 
The Marthan runners, howeyer, will 
not pass through the city of Ma- 
lines proper, but will race along the 
boulevard surronnding the city, 
which has been built over? the ruins 
‘of Malines’ ancient fortifications. 

There is but one hilk of not more 
than one per cent grade near Ma- 
lines and this ts the only obstacle 
which the competitors will have to 
surmount during the twenty-six- 
and-a-fraction-mile race. The road- 
bed is of brick, but dirt footpaths 
parallel the road on both sides and 
these. paths are broad enough for 
two runners to travel abreast. 

The villages along the route are 
etxermely small and as all traffic 
will be stopped during the race and 
the course well guarded, there will 
be no interference with the runners.

WHY BOXERS SHOULD MARRY 


By Georges Carpentier. ! 
For me, who have been only a 
few weeks married, to answer the 
question, “Does marriage mar box- 
ers?” may appear presumptuous to 
some. 
But although I have only recent- 


ily left the ranks of the bachelors, 


yet you must admit that I have had 
the courage of my conivctions and 
practice what I preach, as you say 
in the English. 

My reply to the above question, 
which has so often been asked me, 
is in the negative, always suppos- 
ing that the boxer is fortunate 
enough to select the right partner— 
a woman shrewd, intelligent, and 
big-minded; one who can see and 
knows that a man who fights and 


hurts, and ig hurt, is not neces- 
sarily vicious, but one who regards 
his fighting as his business. Such 
a wife—and I know several—is a 
treasure, 

Marriage is just as much for the 
man rated a ‘bruiser’ as it is for 
any of his fellows. The average 
trainer of fighting men; I have 
often suspected, regards the wife as 
a doubtful blessing, often as ar “in- 
terfering marm,” and not infre- 
quently they have cause to do so. 
But a boxer’s wife can be, and often 
is, a real helpmate to her husband, 
when she is not squeamish, when 
the possibility of a twisted nose, an 
enlarged ear, or some ugly facial 
disfigurement doés not send her all 
of a shudder. 


Married Boxers Feel Responsiple. 


I have always felt that a wife 
(the right sort, mind-—not a wo- 
man who is attracted by a boxer 
because of his popularity, because 
he is an athlete) can be, and in fact 
is the surest source of inspiration. 
She is worth fighting for; she makes 
aman feel responsibility. 

To fight for oneself, to have only 
oneself to think and trouble about 
begets selfishness. Now.a wife (the 
right sort}, must make the profes- 
sional fighter feel that he is of the 
common and the natural world: that 
there is no difference between his 
position and that of his next-door 
neighbor, who may chance to be a 
stockbroker or merchant, or tailor 
or doctor. 

With a wife a boxer is not made 
to feel, as he does feel when he is 
single, that he igs detached from 
every-day life. People have often 
come to me and hinted at matrimony 
when I have done with the ring, 
and I have invariably said: 

“Why should I wait until I re- 
tire from fighting before I wed? 
Because my business—my profession 
I prefer to call it—is fighting, am 
I to be rated as a man abnormal 
and unfitted for marriage? What is

the difference between an active 
pugilist and one who has retired? 
Not only boxers, but athletes gen- 
erally, would, to my thinging, be 
better off if, having the good for- 
tune to discover their affinity, they 
married.” 

To several of my opponents’ wives 
I have been introduced, and though 
I have defeated more husbands than 
husbands have defeated me, their 
womenfolk have, without exception, 
received me with courtesy and kind- 
ness, 

Tamed a Terrible Fighter. 

Do you remember Billy Papke, the 
Illinois Thunderbolt, they called 
him? Well, you will recollect that 
I lost to him after one of the fierc- 
est battles of my career, and I think 
you will agree with me that he was 
not what you would call a particu- 
larly nice fighter. He loved a 
rough “and tumble; he made _ you 


think that he was out for murder, 
and in the ring he was terrible. 
But outside of it and with his wife 
by his side he was a model of 
docility. She, by tact, by patience, 
by a ready understanding of him, 
put the curb upon his animal spir- 
its, and when they were in Paris 
they made me feel that it was the 
best thing Billy Papke ever did 
when he married. 

“Fancy marrying a fighter!” I 
have often heard people declare. 
“It’s too awful!” 

Some folk believe—at least I 
have often thought so—that a pro- 
fessional boxer is always after 
knocking people about; they could 
not imagine him being fitted for 
domesticity. 

Let me tell one or two little stories. 
When Joe Jeannette fought, and was 
declared to have beaten me, he was 
surrounded and cheered. Many 
beautifully gowned women swarmed 
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to his corner where he sat; he was 
their hero. 

Now Joe—one of the best men of 
color the ring has ever known—in- 
stead of suffering to be petted and 
fussed over, grabbed his cloth cap, 
and turning round to Dan McKet- 
rick, his manager (now, I am told, 
an oil magnate bulging with money) 
drawled: 

“Say, I had better be going. The 
missus is waiting way home for me. 

And Jeannette made for his lodg- 
ings some little distance from Luna 
Park, where the fight had taken 
place. The boulevards he had no 
desire for. 

It was then that I decided that 
marriage could never mar boxers— 
rather did it make them. 

When I was a boy a much-scarred 
scrapper came from London to meet 
one of my countrymen. A rough 
sort of fellow he was; about the last 
man in the world to trouble about 
anything you would have thought. I 
went into his dressing-room after 
the fight, and I congratulated him 
on winning. This is what he said: 

“That's all right, me lad! It’s nice 
to win, especially when you are an 
old ’un; but it is nicer to feel that 
you are taking home a lump of 
money to the old girl and kiddies. 
It’s a long time since I had a job, 
and things is not too good at the 
docks. When you've got seven lit- 
tle ‘uns you've got to make some 
moa Won't the old girl be pleas- 
ea” 

Here you have a man I shall al- 
ways regard as the best type of 
pugilist. Marriage had softened and 
taken away whatever vice there was 
in him; it made him into a real man. 


How a Wife Helps. 
Wives, especially the Wives of 


American pugilists, are oftener than 
not the greatest possible assistance 
to their husbands when in train- 
ing. They take«a real and deep in- 
terest in their @ork. One I Knew, 
a shrewd little woman, who had 
more to do with making matches 
than the’ husband himself, was sec- 
retary, manager, trainer;in-chief 
and everything else rolled into one. 

When you are preparing for a 
fight, nothing to my mind could be 
more terrible, more heart-breaking 
in its monotony than for a fighter 
to be cut off, as it were, from the 
world in which a non-fighting man 
lives. The ideal training camp is 
one that has humanity in it, and 
what greater humanity can here be 
than that which springs from domes- 
ticity? 

I am sure that there is no reason 
why a professional boxer should not 
be all the better for being comfort- 
ably married. 

A wife, if she is the right sort, 
weaves a fence around him so that 
he is not pestered and troubled by 
the woman who cannot distinguish 
between the gladiator and the mere 
man. For, believe me, the fighter is 


but a mere man.

The change has been marked, and 
now the boxing promoter who at- 
tempts to stage a mutual admira- 
tion performance under the pseudo- 
guise of a pugilistic encovlmter 
knows in advance what to -@<pect 
from the public—which is-“sprendid 
isolation.” And the boxers know 
that if they do not give their best 
in the ring they stand a better 
chance t6 keep the family larder re- 
Plenished by following some other !

livelihood.

The fans 
aimost itvariably have been given 
fully their money’s worth—and 
more, because the admission prices 
here have been held down to a pre- 
war and pre-H. C. L. evel. And 
what ought to make his shows even 
better and more dependable in the 
future is the fact that he has adopt- 
ed the policy of “no work, no mon- 
ev’: thet is to say, every time a 
boxer climbs into the ring under

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For First Time in Speed- 
way History Foreigners 
Will, Be in Majority at 
Indianapolis—France to 
Have Four Teams. 


Indianapolis, April 3.—(Special. })— 
For the first time in speedway his- 
tory, Huropean contestants promise 
to outnumber representatives of the 
United States in an Indianapolis 
500-mile race. * 

W. F. Bradley, Paris representa- 
tive of the Indianapolis track, re- 


ports an unprecedented activity on 
the part of foreign aspirants for 
first honors in the eighth Indianapo- 
lis event, to be run Monday, May 
31, and predicts a possible total of 
eizhteen entrants from abroad be- 
fore the entries close. 

France, he states, will be repre- 
sented with three and possibly four 
teams; Belgium with at least one 
and possibly two, and Italy and 
England with one each, e bracing 
in their ranks all the master driv- 
ers of the old world together with 
several newcomers who have never 
raced away from home. 

The United Sates to date has 
succeeded in rolling up a total of 
only ten entries, though a fresh 
crop is expected to materialize in 
the near future. Last year at this 
time American entries totaled only 
eight, yet when the barrier lifted 
on the field of starters there were 
thirty-three home-breds on the job. 

This year, under the new speed- 

way racing rules calling for entire- 
ly new cars of 183 cubic inches pis- 
ton displacement, it is not thought 
that the last minute rush will be 
as great, and concern is being ex- 
pressed in some quarters that when 
7 final count is made the Euro- 
pean field will he found to out- 
number that of the American de- 
fenders. 
. It is certain that Europe has been 
extremely forehanded in her prep- 
arations for the contest, starting 
work immediately after the conclu- 
sion of the 1919 event. America was 
a little slower to get under way, 
however, of late she has been com- 
ing along rapidly, as evidenced by 
the progress made by Fred Duesen- 
berg, Louis Chevrolet, Harry Miller 
and other celebrated degigners, and 
it may be that she will 8till be able 
to enter the fray on even terms. 

It goes without sayine that all 
American cars will be handled by 
American drivers, on the other hand, 
it is likely that several of the most 
nrominent United States stars will 
be seen at the wheel of foreign 
mounts, forming hybrid combina- 
tions to whom the fans will render 
mixed allegiance. An all-American 
victory would be the most popular

Death of Jem Ward. 

Jem Ward, “the Black Diamond.” 
one of. the greatest pugilists in 
English prize ring history, died in 
London’ oq this date in 1884. Jem 
was in his eighty-fourth year when 
he passed in, and for several years 
had been an inmate of a hospital 
for poor and old tavern keepers. 
Ward retired from the ring and re- 
linquished his title in 1839, having 
held the belt for eight years. Af- 
ter that he was the proprietor of 
“pubs” in Liverpool and London. 
but the olq bruiser was a poor busi- 
ness man, and all his ventures 
failed. In 1858 he decided to try 
his luck in America, and was given 
an enthusiastic reception when he 
arrived in New York.

“One strike,” said I, without bat- 
ting an eye, and the big Irishman’s 
scowl turned to a smile, and he 
walked back to his position with a 
self-satisfied air. But from that time 
forward the game went along with. - 
out another kick.

Chicago’s White Sox, because of 
the great superiority of Ray Schalk 
over his rivals in the American 
league, led the league in the dope 
on catchers. Cleveland, largely be- 
cause of the individual brilliancy 
and capability of Steve O’NeiH, rides 
easily in second place, with a well 
balanced St. Louis. staff third and 


the Athletics fourth. 

Save for the superiority of Chi- 
cago and the excessive weakness of 
Detroit and the Yankees, the catch- 
ers rank fairly well together. 

The doping of catchers is one of 
the hardest jobs in the entire cat- 
egory of dope. If any club possess- 
eS one man who is far superior to 
his associates, it is a cinch that he 
will do the bulk of the catching. 
For instance, you can figure now 
that Schalk will catch in about 135 
games during the coming season, 
unless he suffers injuries that inca- 
pacitate him, and that ONeill will 
be in quite as many, if not more. 
Therefore the catching value of Chi- 
cago must be figured on a basis of 
135 games _ for Schalk, perhaps 
twelve for Lynn and the remainder 
for the third catcher, Lees. 

Where there are two or three 
catchers, no one of-which stands out 
as better than the others, we are 
compelled to study the pitchers 
with whom they will work and fig- 
ure approximately in how many 
games each catcher is likely to be, 
figure his value in that number of 
games, and, after figuring each 
man, strike an average of values. 

The difficulty is that the teams 
which have one great catcher very 
seldom develop strong second men, 
because to be great a catcher must 
work often. We figure on Schalk 
in 135 games, and along comes a 
foul tip that puts him out of twen- 
ty Or more and brings Lynn and 
Lees into action with the result 
that the dope figures must be read- 
justed sharply to express the catch- 
ing strength of the team. 

In other words, some teams are 
putting most of their eggs in one 
basket, and with these an accident 
to the star catcher means a sudden 
loss of strength in both the catch- 
ing and the pitching department,

pitching staff, especialy one who 
has been working steadily with all 
the pitchers. So in a way a team 
with three catchers of just average 
strength may excel one with one 
star and two low rating men. 

The strength of the Browns in 


catching need not be surprising to 
anyong as Severeid is a near star 
and his associates are far above av- 
erage. Nor need one be surprised 
to find the lowly Athletics figuring 
fourth in catching. Perkins is a 
regular ginger pot and is improv- 
ing and reports from the south in- 
dictate that Mack has a consistent 
Staff behind the plate. 

In fact, if there are surprises it 
will be in the fact that New York 
and Detroit rank so low in compar- 
ative catching strength. It looks as 
if Huggins’ weakest spot will be be- 
hind the plate. Hannah is a big, 
willing fellow, a regular horse for 
work, but sadly lacking in finish, 
nor does he seem to improve. Mud- 
dy Reul is a_ hustling, aggressive 
man, but not a great catcher. 

I looked to see Detroit’s annual 
weakness remedied to some extent. 
The fact is that Detroit has been 
under a handicap for years, because 
of inefficient catching, which has 
affected the naturally weak pitching 
squad. Last year Ainsmith, himself 
not a great catcher but an excel- 
lent man in handling pitchers, got 
more out of the Tiger twirlers than 
they have, shown for years. In 
spite of this fact, the figures show 
the Tigers lamentably weak in the 
attacking part of the catching de- 
partment. 

The hittine of catchetS has been 
decreasing. steadily of recent years. 
Practically the entire list of catch- 
ers in the American League hit and 
run far below par. The average 
attacking power of all major league 
players I figure on a basis of 700, 
and not one catching department in

RUSSIAN TRADE BAN 
SOON MAY BE LIFTED 


Washington, April 3.—The ban on 
trade relations with Russia may 
' soan be lifted, officials here said 
today, although the recent American 
proposal to the supreme council 
for concerted action to this end by

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There are many ¢ases where I feel 
certain I have rendered the proper 
yet, as an umpire, I am 
forced, like alj other judges of plays, 


to stand the criticism tbat invari- 
ably results on all close plays. 

Many times during the career of 
an umpire he is subjecied to all 
kinds of criticism on a ruling that 
he Knows is positively correct, a 
ruling that does not involve a ques- 
tion of judgment, but depends en- 
tirely on some ground rule. There 
is no criticism I relish less than 
that given on such an oc- 
casion. In umpiring | always try 
to bear in mind the viewpoint of the 
fan, because, from observation, I 
know many plays look entirely dif- 
ferent from a seat in the stand. 
Incidentally, I always remember the 
fan is partisan and his viewpoint is 
a bit prejudiced. 

Last year I ran into a storm of 
criticism in a game at Boston. No 
fans in the world are more just or 
considerate than the Bostonians. 
They have always been kind to me, 
hence the upheavel was anything 
but pleasant. Chicago was the at- 
traction, It was the final game of 
the year in Boston, also Babe Ruth 
day. A tremendous crowd turned 
out for a final inspection of the Red 
Sox. Ruth had twenty-six home 
runs to his credit. He needed one 
more to tie the major league record, 
while two more gave him the honor.

TAX LEVIED ON GAS 


One Cent Per Gallon Is 
Proposed.

Strike Makes Trouble. 

The strike of the postoffice offi- 
clals and employees did not by any 
means affect all the towns and 
cijtes. In some places the men 
Went on with their work as well 
as they could and kept steadily at 
their posts Here the man whose 
special duty it is to bring the 
registered mail¢took the place of 


*the regular letter carrier who re- 


fusel to work and came around 
twice a day with what local mail 
there was. He, like many another, 
was sorry and ashmed there was 
this trouble, for now ww pay is 
good in the postoffices and there 
was really very little to complain 
of. The whole affair was largely 
a question of “unions.”

Pisa is a city which has suffer- 
ed particularly through all these 
disturbed days. It is not a peace- 
ful place at the best, though it 
looks so quiet; its population is 
inclined to be turbulent. Last sum- 
mer it guffered almost more than 
any other city from riots and con- 
fusion of every sort. 

High Prices and United States. 

So taking things all together, the 
month of January was a disas- 
trous one and the results of all 
these extra disturbances will be 
nc nthe magpnn, he railroad strike 
alone is calculated to have cost the 
country a “milfardo” of lire, and 
that Is probably by no means an 
exaggerated estimate. But the ac- 
tual loss caused by the paralysis 
of industry and traffic is not all 
the trouble, for very naturally 
prices at once began to go up in 
all directions. If the _ strikers 
thought to lower the cost of living 
they now 
see themselves vastly mistaken. 

Within the last two months 
there has been an increase in the 
price of meat, of coffee and a num- 
ber of staple articles of food. Dat- 
ing from the first of the year the 
electric light company 
of the province, at least, 
actly doubled its 
dreads to think what the next bills 
like, for they were quite 
big enough before. Charcoal, with 
which almost every one cooks, is 
higher and rents are being raised 
everywhere. It is scarcely neces- 
sary to mention the price of cloth- 
ing nor of shoes, for, of course, at 
the present extraordinary rate of 
exchange, these things are forced 
to gO up. 

There are new taxes ordered on 
all “articles of luxury,’”’ and some 
of the things coming umder that 
category have alwayse been con- 
sidered rather as necessities. such 
as gloves and stockings. This tax, 
if enforced, will be very hard on 
all antiquarians, artists and any 
kinds of artisans, of whom there 
are so many in Italy, and who 
make but a difficult livelihood, In 
most cases, by their special, pains- 
taking work. These people are go-

Privation Apparent. 


As there has been so much jinter- 
est and generous sympathy from 
America for the suffering of Italy, 
it will be no news to American 
readers to hear how much actual 
privation there is here.

Government Firm. 

The government was very firm at 

last and none of the deserting em- 


ployees, who failed to cdme back 
within the specified time, were re- 
ceived again into the railroad serv- 
ice. Moreover, all of the young 
ones have lost by this dislovalty 
the most precious previlege of the 
“ferrovieri” (the railroad men) 
which was the “esonero,” the ex- 
emption from military duty. Now all 
of those who were drawn away by 
the strike will not have this ovro- 
tection, and must do their term of 


not be employed by the railroad 
again. They are served quite right, 
too. For of all the people in the 
land the railroad me are the best 
paid and have the most privileges. 
They have their own co-operative 
stores, where no one elgé may buy 
anything. and these stores are al- 
ways filled with the best that the 
markets affords. They did a very 
foolish thing indeed in trying to 
force the government to increase 
their pay. Owing partly to the 
high wages they already receive 
the price of railroad tickets is ex- 
horbitantly high now. 

As has been said, the strifes 
brought out much that was good in 
the people as well as the bad. For 
instance there wer a number of 
examples of men who stuck to their 
posts at the risk of bodily harm, 
and there were those who were 
beaten and even fired on by the 
strikers. This occurred even to the 
voluntary letter carriers in a few 
cases. Their assistance in the time 
of difficulty did not please the law- 
less element, who wanted nothing 
but trouble and confusion. But it 
was quite impossible that these 
latter should have things all their 
own way, when there are so many 
sensible and reasonable people in 
the country.

Claims to Have Origi- 
nated the “Safety First” 
Slogan— Campaign Is 
Coming.

this spring during “ safety-first ” 
campaigns. Motorists and pedes- 
trians alike will be taught the stern 
necessity of “ watching out for the 
other fellow” and thereby reducing 
the number of avoidable traffic acci- 
dents. 

In each city where a campaign 
will be held police officials will co- 
operate with civic organizations and 
the automobile club, and they will 
be aided by the field organization of 
the B. F. Goodrich Rubber company, 
the company which originated «and 
popularized the “safety-first”’ slo- 
gan. 

The néed for educating the people 


Seen by the Goodrich company six 
years ago. The “safety-first” slo- 
gan was adopted as a catch-phrase 
likely to be remembered by anyone 
who saw or heard it.

Jewish Problem in Europe. 


(Lucian Swift Kirtland, in Leslie’s) 


In regard to the Jewish problem 
in eastern Europe, at least. I do 
not believe that there is much hope 
of broad-mindedness from the pres- 
ent generation, either Christian or 
Jew.

Philadelphia, April 3.—The earth 
was passing through the outer con- 
fines of the corona or exterior en- 
velope of the sun on the night of 
March 22 when the inhabitants of 


the northern portion of the United 
States witnessed the great aurora 
in the skies, says Professor Mon- 
roe B. Snyder, director of the Phil- 
adelphia observatory. 

The astronomer declared in a 
statement to the Associated Press 
that the “universal force of radio- 
action” on the sun “hurled the final 
atoms of-an explosion, namely, elec- 
trified hydrogén and probably hel- 
ium, straight to earth.” 

Atemic Disintegration. 

Professor Snyder’s observations 
follow: 

“The recent aurora is a fine indi- 
cation of the explosive atomic dis- 
integration which takes place at the 
S responsi- 
ble for its prominences, spots, and 
corona. Our discovery of the mag- 
nitude and precise atomic order of 
the explosion of the chemical ele- 
ments in the sun, gnd in the stars 
generally, leads to conceptions of 
the aurora and the acompanying 
magnetic and electric storms, which 
are beyond any doubt as to their 
validity. 

“During the hours of Monday 
night last, the earth was, in a very 
true sense, and to the delight of us 
all, passing through the outer con- 
fines of the solar corona. The same 
universal force of radioaction which 
disintegrates the atoms in stupen- 
dous localized Krakatoas, or Mont 
Pelees, on the sun, and produces the

hydrogen of the coronal streamers, |

“Only ‘within about a month of 
the equinox, vernal or autumnal, is 
the earth-in an orbital position to 
be thus successfully bombarded. 


The moving electric hydrogen is, of 
course, an electric current, and is 
therefore carried toward the poles 
of the earth and round them by the 
earth’s magnetic forces. The fasci- 
nating colors of the aurora are due 
to the changing electric excitation 
of the hydrogen and other gases. 

e theory of Vegard, the Swedish 
physicist, which has explained the 
wonderful curtained auroras as due 
to hydrogen particles, of positive 
electric charge, is now shown to be 
unquestionably true, in that it ts 
but a logical result of the explosive 
eruption of the electric hydrogen 
from the sun. 

“The well-known delay, or lag in 
time, between the solar eruption 
and the appearance. of the magnetic 
storm, and accompanying aurora, on 
the earth, of about 45 hours, is due 
to the time taken for the hydrogen 
atoms to travel from the sun to the 
earth. The rate of travel is about 
575 miles per second, or somewhat 
in excess of the rate of the upward 
movement of the gases in some of 
the great solar prominences. 

“The numerous and complex de- 
tails of the auroral phenomena are 
found thus to receive, for the first 
time, reasonable explanation. Addi- 
tional confirmation of this explana- 
tion is given by the fact that our 
discoveries also prove that all the 
elemental atoms, so wonderfully ex- 
plosive in the stars, are structural 
products of hydrogen.”

IS STRONGLY HINTED 
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Practically Certain That 
Labor Will Elect 
Enough Members to 
Form Powerful Minority 
in House. 


By J. D. Whelpley. 


London, April 3.—Unti] quite re- 
cently it was freely predicted tHat 
at the next general election in the 
United Kingdom, the labor / party 
would secure a majority in the 
house of commons, It is only the 
most sanguine or the most pessimis- 
tic, according to politica] beliefs, who 
now make a similar prediction, for 
one of those curious and intangible, 
but neverthelss convincing, changes 
has come about in the poltical sit- 
uation, such as happens from time to 
time in all democratically governed 
countries. 

The lite of the present house of 
commons has nearly four years tu 
run by law, but, as is the custom in 
England, Should the party in power 
defeated in the house upon an 
important measure and by a de- 
Cisive majority, the prime minister 
would resign and a general elec- 
In

Only within the pasi rew weeks, 
has theré seemed any likelihood of an 
appeal to the country, for the coali- 
tion party in power realizes all too 
well that with no great eutstand- 
ing issue and under the strain of 
universa] criticism the prospect fa- 
vored défeat for the coalition and 
a possible triumph for the labor 
party. Through its own rapidly in- 
creasing strength has come, how- 
ever, a temporary check to the 
progress of the labor. party towards 
political power. The labor platform 
is, of course. socialistic in charac- 
ter and public ownership of natural 
monopolies is an important plank in 
that platform. 

Pledged to “Nationalization.” 

The coal miners have heen agitat- 
ing strongly ior nationalization, or 
public ownership, of the coal mines, 
and with somewhat less fervor the 
railwaymen have been asking, for the 
nationalization of the _ railwgys. 
The demand for the nationalization 
of the mines has been carried to a 
point where a general strike is 
threatened in the effort to force 
such a@ move upon the government. 
The labor party naturally~must en- 
dorse this agitation for this is 
strictly in line with its ~ political 
creed. The general public, however, 
has not yet been converted to such 
a belief; a majority of the people is 
as yet either opposed or indifferent 
to nationalization. The practical 
and skillful leaders of the old es- 
tablished political parties have been 
quick to grasp their advantage here. 
They are forcing the issue of na- 
labor party

of a labor government would mean 
nothing more or less than public 
ownership of mines and railroads to 


the detriment of all taxpayers and 
all private enterprise. A genera! 
election would be welcomed by the 
party in power on such an issue as 
this as it would obscure all other 
issues and would result in a tri- 
umph for the coalition government 
more than if the battle were to be 
fought on political records or gen- 
eral policies. 

There are 707 members of the pre- 
sent house of commons, but seldom 
are there more than three or four 
hundred in attendance; in fact, if 
every .member .was .present .there 
would not be room in the hall for 
the complete legislative body: ad- 
mission would have to be given by 
ballots or by drawing lots. Theo- 
retically, the house is divided into 
several parties, but for all practical 
purposes the working force consists 
of the coalition and the opposition. 
Last year, when the new parlia- 
ment was convened, the coalition 
commanded the votes of 334 union- 
ists, 133 liberals, and 11 laborites. 
The opposition held the votes of 63 
laborites, 48 unionists, 28 liberals, 
73 sinn feiners, 7 nationalists, and 
10 independents. Inactualpracticethe 
73 sinn feiners’ votes did not count, 
as they never attend parliament. In 
the present parliament it will be 
noted that labor has a total of 74 
votes. In recent “ bye-elections "— 
special elections in districts where 
members have died or resigned— 
the labor vote has shown enormous 
gains. As a rule there have been 
three candidates, representing the 
coalition, liberal, and labor parties. 
As a general rule the vote cast for 
the liberal party man has been in- 
apnsiderable; in fact, so markedly 
so that it is evident the old liberal 
-is .disappearing—being .ab- 
sorbed into the vote of the more 
conservative organization or into 
the more radical. In brief, the old 
time liberal or once so-called lib- 
eral party, is being squeezed out of 
existence between the conservatives 
and the proletariat. 

Labor’s Position Threatened... . 

In district after district the labor 
party’s candidate has either carried 
the day or run a close second to the 
candidate of the coalition, and not 
so many weeks ago the course of 
political events apparently indicated 
@ stampede to the labor. standard 
‘and justified the belief of many that 
the next general election would re- 
sult in a labor government. Such a 
result was never probable, however, 
for while the labor party would have 
returned a formidable number of 
members to Parliament two months 
ago, there were many important in- 
fluences at work to prevent a com- 
plete victory. Now the labor party 
is being jockeyed into a most un- 
comfortable position, and the labor 
leaders and labor politicians are 
well aware of this ,fact. They are 
fully aware of the’ dangers which 
threaten their political position and 
ed -chances .of .future .victery. 

eir vigorous championship of the 
nationalization idea had given their 
political enemies the argument 
needed to withhold from the sup- 
port. of the labor party a large ele- 
ment among the voters which was 
ready to vote labor as a protest 
against the long-established politi- 
cal .ascendency .of .a. well-known 
group of men who now carry the 
burden of all.mistakes alleged to 
have been made during the past six 
or seven years, and who are held re- 
sponsible for certain unfavorable 
conditions which have come about 
in the social and economic life of 
the nation. 

Efforts are now being made to 
minimise the importance of the na- 
tionalization issue. The labor ele- 
ment is being taught to regard the 
triumph of the labor party at the 
polls as being of first importance 
and that once in, all’ these things 
which have been promised, can be 
brought about.

from now, will result from a re-' 


jection by the house of commens of 
some important measure upon 
which the government in power is 
ready to stake its existence. The 
government will not court disaster. 
It will mot make any measure a 
test upon which they cannot de- 
pend as an effective appeal to the 
voters. Such a genera] election 
may come at any time, however, 
and when it does, although there 
is little prospect that the labor 
party will elect a majority of the 
house vi commons, it will elect 
enough members to form an im- 
portant minority, which, by means 
of certain possible combinations, 
can possibly force the government 
to the adoption of a_large measure 
of the labor legislative program. 
There is aiso a weapon which a 
large minority can possibly use 
which is beyond the powér of the 
government to controi, and that Is, 
the Irish contingent. If the 73 
Sinn Fein members were convinced 
that their votes would convert a 
friendly minority into a friendly 
majority, there is no reason to be- 
lieve that they would not present 
themselves at Westminster to take 
the oath of office preparatory to 
supporting a measure giving free- 
dom to Ireland. 

The labor party is largely sup- 
porting Irish independence, and 
there might be a chance /for a 
trade here which would have enor- 
mous consequence to the political 


future of the United Kingtiom.

Allowing for the sake of argument 


that the labor party did come into 
power in parliament it is not dif- 
ficult to foresee certain events. It 
would be a great adventure for a 
country like England and a people 
like the English. For the first time 
in many centuries of history. the 
manual worker would act dicta- 
tor to the erstwhile ruling class. 
There would be strong temptation 
to attempt to “get even” for past 
injustices, but with power would 
come that sense of responsibility 
which would be vigorous and influ- 
ential and the desire to remain in 
power would bring conservatism 
into the most radical councils. The 
policy of the government would un- 
questionably become strongly social- 
istic and public ownership of nat- 
ural monopolies would be attempt- 
ed, but possibly not carried into ef- 
fect as promptly oar so generally 
as the voters are now led to be- 
lieve. The system of taxation fa- 
vored would be that which would 
fall heavily upon accumulated 
wealth. There would be no danger 
of an international war resulting 
from the administration of a labor 
government and it would unques- 
tionably be ,a government most 
friendly to the United States, and 
the American people.

The question that arises in the

IN WESTERN MEXICO 


Obregon Campaign Manager 
Sees Move to Depose Gov- 
er nor of Sonora. 


Nogales, Arizona, April 3.—Ameri- 
cans arriving on the night train 
from Marmesillo, Mazatlan, and west 
coast points, reported large numbers 
of soldiers mobilizing along the 
Southern Pacific railroad of Mex- 
ico. There was no official explana- 
tion of the troop movements. 

Mexican Consul Tamez here said, 
however, a critical situation had 
developed from the presidential 
campaign in donors. but he did not 
believe military measures would be 
necessary. 

General P. Elias Calles, who is at 
Nogales, Sonors, directin the 
presidential campaign of eneral 
Alvaro Obregon, yesterday reiterat- 
ed charges that .President Carranza, 
through General M. M. Dieguez, was 
preparing to sefze the Sonora gov- 
ernment and depose Governor de la 
Huerta. 

It was learned through official 
sources that $70,000 gold had been 
shipped fr the, Nogates, Sonora, 
customs hotise to the Mexican gov- 
ernment fiscal agency in New York. 
The shipment was directed by Urio 
Uribe, recently appointed customs 
collector. Further shipments will 
be made next week, he said. The 
purpose of the shipments was not 
explained.

Imployers Kept Out. 


M. Ramain Coolus, dramatist and 
novelist, one of the founders, tells 
me that the test of fitness for mem- 
bership will be that the applicant 
is neither a manual worker nor an 
employer or brainworkers, Tris 
will admit literary “men, artists, 
engineers, doctors, lawyers, uni- 
versity professors, scientists, Jour- 
naliets and poets, but wiil-exclude 
publishers, theatrical manages, 
newspapers and magazine directors 
and a large number of undoub-ed 
brainworkers, whose interests, 
however, are chiefly on the side of 
what the French call the “patro- 
ffat,” or mastership. 

So that in the long run the dis- 
tinction will be roughly the old one 
between capital and labor. What 
the program of this intellectual 
bourgeoisie will be is not clear, but 
from conversation with members 
of the committee whith is draft- 
ing the statutes, I gather that ac- 
tive intervention in labor or politi- 
cal disputes is not contempleted 
unless the interests of the “C. G, I,” 
are directly threatened. 


“Very often, however,” said one 
member, a well-Known literateur, 
“the brainworker comes under the 
harrow in quarrels with which he 
has no immediate conezr4. Jour- 
nalists and men of letters suffered 
heavily in the Paris newspaper 
strike at the end uf iast year, put 
they had no voice either in the 
outbreak or the settlemen*. On tne 
contrary, some of then were 
threatened with future boycott if 
they contributed to the emergency 
sheets which hoth sides brougnt 
out. Then there was the Paris opera 
strike, when the strikers gave con- 
in order to raise funds. M. 
Saint-Saens refused permiss'on for 
the performance of his works in 
these conditions. Like other com- 
posers, he fotund himself between 
the upper millstone of the operatic 
impressarioand the nether millstone 
of the labor leader. Sut because 
of his refusal to take sides the 
musicians’ union declared that its 
members would ban Pbis music in 
future. :
